UP 0 PREMIER 


Denied a Voice in Sherbrooke 
Court, Jerome and Aids Go 
to Quebec with Appeal. 


PRISONER GAINS DELAY 


Wins a Respite from Deporta- 
tion by Dropping His 
Habeas Corpus Fight. 


WILD TUMULT IN COURT 


Spectators in Frenzy of Delight at 
His Victory—Now Seeks a 
Sanity Review.

SHERBROOKE, Quebec, Aug. 
Following a day replete with sensa- 
tional developments, Harry Kendall 
Thaw still occupied his cell room in the 
hospital ward of the Sherbrooke Jalil 
late to-night, defying the immigration 
authorities and the representatives of 
New York State to lay hands upon him. 
Insofar as the legal tangle is concerned 
the status of his case apparently is just 
the game as on the day he was arrested 
in the little cabin of Benjamin Cadieux 
at St. Hermenegilde-Barford on a faulty 
warrant. 

Refused recognition in the Superior 
Court here by Judge Arthur Globensky, 
and checkmated in every effort they had 
made to have Thaw deported to New 
York State or at least to some other 
State from which he could be extradited, 
William Travers Jerome, Special Deputy 
‘Attorney General for New York, with 
Franklin Kennedy, Deputy Attorney 
General, and their Canadian counsel, 
S. W. Jacobs, K. C., started for Quebec 
to-night to lay the case before Sir 
Lormer Gouin, Premier of the Province 
of Quebec. 

They will ask the Premier, who also 
is leading prosecuting officer of the 
Province and head of the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s Department, to quash the faulty 
commitment on which Thaw is being 
held and thus automatically set him 
free. Should the Premier take such 
action Thaw could be seized by the im- 
migration authorities and deported. If 
Jerome and his co-workers should be 
unsuccessful it would seem that Thaw 
had it withipbis: pawer.to-remain safe 
in the little jail here until his case, in 
the natural course of events, came before 
the Court of Kings Bench in October. 

Tumult in the Court. 


Thaw was taken into court this morn- 
ing and his lawyers at once moved to 
dismiss their writ of habeas corpus. The 
motion was made by W. L. Shurtleff of 
Thaw's counsel, whereupon Mr. Jacobs, 
a Canadian lawyer assisting Mr. Jerome, 
Started to protest. 

Judge Globensky cut him short with 
the exclamation: 

**T do not wish to hear from your side 
of the case. This is an ex parte pro- 
ceeding.” 

As this practically sustained Thaw’s 
lawyers the crowd in the courtroom rose 
to its feet, cheering madly. 

“Three cheers for Thaw. Three cheers 
for Globensky. Three cheers for British 
fair play. Three cheers for British 
justice,’’ yelled the crowd. 

A little olive-skinned woman started 
the cheering. Every face was alight. If 
there was a man or woman among the 
spectators who did not regard the 
escaped prisoner of Matteawan as a 
hero it was impossible to find him or her 
in the crowd. 

Finally when the court clerk was able 
to make himself heard he announced 
that the court would stand adjourned 
until 3:30 o’clock, when the Judge would 
hand down his decision on the motion 
of ThaW’s counsel, 

There is bitter resentment in Sher- 
brooke against the array of lawyers 
headed by Mr. Jerome, who came here 
to take Thaw back to the asylum, and 
it would be hard to duplicate the sort 
of ovation that Thaw got from the 


crowd both in the courtroom and out- 
side. 


Judge Silent During Tumult. 


To those accustomed to the decorum of 
a New York courtroom, the spectacle 
Was amazing. It was amazing even to 
old Sheriff Aylmer and to the seasoned 
bailiff. Both of them, startled by the 


sudden uproar of sound, turned in a 
scared way to the little white mustached 
judge and waited his orders, but he 
gave none. Sprinkled here and there 
throughout the crowd were policemen, 
who looked up in a puzzled and ex- 
pectant way at the little Judge, but 
they got no orders from him. 

Harry Thaw, burly and complacent, 
looked over at this demonstration with 
expression of astonishment on his face. 
As the shrieking men and women 
climbed upon the chairs and tables 
without a rebuke from the Judge, Thaw 
began to understand It. 

He laughed and bowed. When the Judge 
adjourned the hearing until 3 o'clock, 
hundreds of persons descended upon 
the prisoner like an avalanche. Even his 
lawyers could not get to him. The Judge 
had left the bench and there was no- 
body to dispute with Thaw the suprem- 
acy of the courtroom. He stood there 
shaking hands and receiving congratula- 
tions, while every now and then there 
broke out a new yell of “ Hurrah for 
Thaw and British fair play.” 

At last he fought his way out to the 
victoria which had brought him from the 
jail, and there he found the same crowd 
or a larger one waiting to cheer him and 
raise again the shout for Britain and its 
system of justice and fair play. The 
crowd surged around his carriage and 
made it difficult for Thaw to get in. 
Once he was in, it was impossible for 
the vehicle to move until Thaw had risen 
again and again to take his hat off and 
acknowledge the cheers. At last he 
was driven back to the jail and took up 
his quarters in the hospital ward. 


Judge Rebukes Crowd. 


When the court opened for the after- 
moon session the room was packed 
again. 

Judge Globensky began by lecturing 
the crowd about the demonstration of 
the forenoon. 

‘““T never was so shocked in my life 

.@s I was by the occurrence in this 


courtroom this morning,” he said. ‘It 
was the most disgraceful scene that has 
ever come under my attention since I 
have been a member of the bar. I have 
never seen anything like it, and if there 
is any attempt on the part of the audi- 
ence this afternoon to repeat it, I will 
commit them all to jail.” 

So little respect wus paid to Judge 
Globensky’s announcement that even 
after the solemn warning there was a 
buzz of confusion in the courtroom 
which he made no attempt to repress. 
adowever, the crowd was so far intimi-

KEENE BREAKS SHOULDER. 


Famous Polo Player. Meets New 
Mishap Playing in Colorado. 


COLORADO SPRINGS, Col., Aug. 27. 
—Foxhall P. Keene of New York was 
seriously injured at the polo tournament 
of the Cheyenne Mountain Country Club 
here this afternoon, when he was thrown 
during the play, after which his pony 
rolled over on him. His right shoulder 
was broken and he was badly bruised. 

On June 7 of this year Keene sustained 
a similar injury when. his collarbone 
was broken in a practice game just prior 
to the international series for which 
he had been selected -Captain of the 
American forces in the matches for the 
Westchester Polo Club trophy against 
England for the world’s championship. : 

Keene has probably been injured more 
frequently than any athlete in the United 
States, and must have just recovered 
from his June mishap, which put him out 
of the running for the championship, and 
was the means putting back into the 
field the Big Four. which " successfully 
defended the cup. Keene was a member 
of the first American team in 1886 which 


lost to the Jonn, Watson squad w 
carried the trophy to England, where 
it remained until Harry Payne Whitney 
Devereux Milburn, and the Waterbury 
boys brought it back in 1909.

OFFERS EYEGLASSES FREE. 


Dr. Becker Will Donate 3,000 Pairs 
to Poor School Children. 


In a letter addressed to the Board of 
Education yesterday Dr. Barnett L. 
Becker of 215 East Broadway asked the 
Board to inform all principals and 
teachers in the schools that he would 
give 3,000 pairs of eye glasses free of 
charge to school children with defective 
eyesight who might be sent to his of- 
fice with orders from principals, teach- 
ers, or. visiting school nurses.

charge to:school children with defective 
sight who cannot pay for optical ¢xam- 
ination -and treatment, but hitherto 
nothing has been done in the matter. 
It was explained on behalf of Dr. 
Becker that he himself had risen from 
a poor east side boy to a man of means, 
and that in his present offer he desired 
as best he could to aid other east side 
children to overcome difficulties and 
make their way in life.

The political situation in the city, so 
far as Fusion is concerned, was compli- 
cated further last night when Col. 
Theodore Roosevelt issued a statement 
in which he advised all the Fusion 
candidates to remain on the Fusion 
ticket and not accept a nomination on 
any other. This, he said, was the 
only way to support Fusion and beat 
Tammany as the only anti-Tammany 
ticket in the field was the Fusion one. 
He called upon the Fusion candidates 
to follow the example of John Purroy 
Mitchel and refuse a nomination on any 
ticket that did not include all the 
Fusion candidates. Other political de- 
velopments of the day were these: 

District Attorney Charles S. Whitman 
said that he had decided to accept the 
nomination for District Attorney given 
to him by Tammany on Tuesday night. 
His exact words were: ‘‘I have decided 
to accept the indorsement of the Demo- 
cratic organization of New Work County 
of my candidacy for District Attorney.’”’ 

Mr. Whitman, after reading Col. Roose- 
velt’s statement last night, said he had 
nothing to say at that time. 

Mayor Gaynor, who is slightly ill at 
his home at St. James, L. I., held a con- 
ference there yesterday with his po- 
litical managers, and his secretary, Rob- 
ert Adamson, announced that the Mayor 
would be a candidate for his present 
office on a full independent. ticket. 

Prominent Republicans, headed by ex- 
Representative William S. Bennet, ar- 
ranged to give the Republican voters an 
opportunity to vote for Mayor Gaynor 
at the primaries by having them write 
his name on ‘the ballot. If the Mayor 
receives more votes than the Fusion- 
Republigan candidate, Mr. Mitchel, Mr. 
Gaynor’s name will head thé Republican 
column 6n the élection ballot. 

Members of the Fusion Committee of 
107 tried all day to get Mr. Whitman to 
decline the Tammany nomination and to 
keep the Fusion candidates from going 
on the Gaynor ticket. George: McAneny, 
Fusion candidate for President of the 
Board ot Aldermen, refused to tell what 
he would do until the Gaynor’ people 


nominated him. Col. Roosevelt, cabled 
to William A. Prendergast, Fusion, can- 
didate for Controller, advising him to 
stick to Fusion and not to’run on an 
other ticket; - , 

Satisfied with the slate they selected, 
Charles F. Murphy and the other’ Tam- 
many leaders left the city for. the 
week-end and will not begin their cam- 
paign for several weeks. 


_ Col. Roosevelt’s Views. 

Col. Roosevelt's statement calling for 
support for the Fusion ticket was given 
out by Mr. Hapgood at the Century 
Club, 7 West Forty-third Street, and 


| was as follows: 


The Fusion Committee of 107 has 
nominated a very strong ticket on an 
admirable platform. It glves a chance 
for a clean non-partisan Government 
against the forces of Tammany Hall.

THROWN BY HORSE 


President’s Daughter Found 


Unconscious by Roadside— 
Fiance Had Ridden Ahead. 


WHITE RIVER JUNCTION, Vt., 
Aug. 27.—Miss Jessie Woodrow Wilson, 
the secoond daughter of President Wil- 
son, and her fiancé, Francis B. Sayre 
of District Attorney Whitman's office 
in New York, went horseback riding 
yesterday afternoon from Cornish, where 
the Wilsons make their Summer home. 

They turned their horses into the road 
that runs along the Connecticut River, 
close to the line that divides New Hamp- 
shire from Vermont. They had gone 
some five miles to the north and had 
turned back toward home when Mr. 
Sayre, who was riding a little ahead, 
pulled in shortly on his reins at the 
sight of Miss Wilson’s mount running 
riderless past him, the reins dangling 


loose upon the animal’s back. With one, 


quick reach of his arm he caught the 
runaway’s bridle and wheeled about. As 
far up the shaded road as he could see 
there was no sign of his companion, and 
greatly alarmed he started back at a 
canter along the stretch which he had 
just covered. 


Finds Her Unconscious. 


Meanwhile Dr. Charles W. Worthen 
was jogging along the road in his run- 
about, bound from his office in White 
River Junction to the home of a patient 
in Plainfield, N. H., when he brought 
his rig to a sudden halt at the sight of 
@ young woman lying unconscious by 
the side of the road. He could not tell 
then how gravely she nad been injured. 
He guessed that she had been thrown 
from a carriage or horse, and had just 
brought his doctor’s kit from the seat 
of the runabout, when, tearing up the 
road, came a young man on horseback, 
with a riderless mount trotting at his 
side. The newcomer leaped to the 


ground and bombarded the doctor with 
anxious questions, following them with 
the explanation that this was Miss Wit- 
son, and that he washer fianeé, Mr. 
Sayre. . . 

Dr.:Worthen’s eyes opened wide when 
he found how distinguished a patient 
chance: had brought him, and, with Mr. 
Sayre’s help, he busied himself about 
‘the application of restoratives, pausing 
every once in a whilé to assure the wor- 
ried. young man that Miss Wilson’s in- 
juries were not likely to prove serious 
and that she soon would open hér eyes 
and tell him so herself. 

But it was a full half hour before Miss 
Wilson became conscious and. was able 
to tell how her horse had suddenly be- 
come frightened and had bolted so 
abruptly that she was.tossed to the 
roadside. 


Takexw to Farmhouse. 


.Dr. Worthen thought the drive either 
back to Cornis® or on to White River 
Junction was altogether too long for her 
to attempt, bruised and nervous as she 


was. So in the doctor’s runabout she 
was taken to the home of Fred Smith, 
not far from the scene of the accident, 
which was just across the river from 
ee Vermont town of North Hart- 
and. 

To-day Miss Wilson was_ strong 
enough to be taken back to Harlaken- 
den, the Winston Churchill home in 
Cornish, where the Wilsons are staying, 
At Harlakenden this evening it was 
said that Miss Wilson seemed to have 
received no serious injury, although she 
is still suffering from the painful 
bruises she received. 

Miss Jessie Wilson has been known 
for her love of outdoor sports, tennis 
and swimming as well as riding.

TROOPS OUT FOR GAMBLERS 


Indiana Governor Crders Them to 
Suppress Betting at Race Track.

Ral- 
ston ordered to-day two companies of 
the Indiana National Guard, under the 
command of Major George W. Freyer- 
muth of South Bend, to the Mineral 
Springs race track, just outside of Por- 
ter, ‘to stop all racing there, and eject 
all persons except owners or_employes 
of the grounds and stables. The troops 
arrived at the track shortly after the 
last race had been run and the largest

F. Knotts, President of the racing 
association, said there wouid be no at- 
tempt to defy executive interference. 
There probably will*be no racing to- 
morrow, in view of the presence of the 
soldiers. Reports. to the Governor for 
the last few days have been that fla- 
grant violations of the gambling laws 
were general at the track, pate eees 
by any action of State or local officials. 
Previously the Governor had depended 
on the reports sent to him by’ Walter 
J, Fabing, Prosecuting Attorney of Por- 
ter County, and an appointee of the 
Governor, that the “lid’”’ was on at the 
track. However, investigation by a per- 
sona! envoy brought out the fact’ that 
“‘underground”’ gambling was being 
conducted freely.

MEXICO CITY, Aug. 27.—Sentiment 
in favor of the, stand taken by Pro- 
visional President Huerta in reject- 
ing the peace proposals of President 
Wilson, submitted through ex-Gov. 
John Lind, the American Executive's 
personal emissary to this capital, and 
Rederico Gamboa, Mexican Minister 
of Foreign Relations, has grown to- 
night as a result of publication of the 
notes that passed between the repre- 
sentatives of the Presidents. 

Diplomats in this city representing 
other nations now are inclined to be- 
lieve that the United States Govern- 
ment made several serious blunders 
in the negotiations intended to re- 
store peace to the Mexican Republic. 
They criticise especially the tentative 
offer of action by bankers, which 
Mexicans regard practically as an of- 
fer of a bribe or at least a monetary 
inducement. 

The real causes of the failure of 
Mr. Lind’s negotiations with Minister 
Gamboa, however, are considered by 
the foreign diplomats and others to 
have been the clauses in President 
Wilson’s peace proposals relating to 
the elimination of Gen. Huerta from 
the Mexican Government. 

It is pointed out that in making 
such a suggestion to the Provisional 
President the American Government 
practically asked him. ‘to relinquish 
the constitutional rights possessed by 
all citizens of Mexico, which it was 
impossible for him to do contitution- 
ally. 

It is stated authoritatively that 
President Huerta will receive to-mor- 
row $4,000,000 as an advance on a 
loan which will total $40,000,000. The 
further authoritative statement 
made that the remainder of the loan 
will be forthcoming almost imme- 
diately.

Mexican Officials’ Views. 


Mexican officials, although fully in- 
dorsing the original stand taken in the 
exchange of notes with Mr. Lind, 
showed to-day some uneasiness as to 
the eventual outcome of the negotia- 
tions. They probably will attempt to 
rally the people and will be prepared 
for trouble. 

In placing the affair before the 
standing committee of the Mexican 
Congress President Huerta is believed 
to be paving the way to some drastic 
legislative move. 

There was no feeling against Ameri- 
cans to-day as a result of publication 
of the notes, but an evident desire to 
assist the Government by calm con- 
sideration and an expectant attitude 
as to developments in ,the United 
States Congress. 

Americans and other foreigners 
were extremely interested in the out- 
come of the peace negotiations and 


the possible action of the American 
Congress. 


A high Mexican politician, leader of 
a strong faction, probably a major- 
ity on the floor of the Senate, stated 
to-day: 

“In spite of the fact that I am not 
a personal friend of President Huerta, 
and am politically his opponent, in 
this instance he has my full support 
and influence, both personally and 
politically. He could have made no 


other stand in the face of the United 
States proposals, which are not com- 
patible with Mexican decorum and 
national honor. The first suggestions, 
in my opinion, are not only impossi- 
ble, but lack knowledge on the part 
of President Wilsen of the Mexican 
situation and conditions. The second 
proposals possibly could be accepted 
had the Huerta elimination clause 
been omitted, and the clause dealing 
with the money question been omitted 
as such is regarded as unworthy of 
Mexicans.” 

The officials stated that they con- 
sidered Mexico to have more than 
the advantage before the world in the 
publication of the exchanged notes, 
as they believed the civilised nations 
would realize that it was impossible 
for them to accede with dignity to 
the United States demands and offers 
of good offices. They also regard the 
present affair in the light of possible 
precedents which would later lead 
the United States to a dictorial at- 
titude not only toward Mexico but 
to all Latin America.

Patient Neutrality, Denying 
Arms to Both Sides in Mexico, 
Is President’s New Plan. 


WANTS ALL AMERICANS OUT 


Tells Congress. Those Who Can- 
not Leave the Country Must 
Be Safeguarded. 


OUR PROPOSALS REJECTED 


Acceptance Would Be Humiliating 
to Mexico, Minister of Foreign 
Affairs Tells Lind. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 27.—President 
Wilson’s address to Congress to-day on 
the Mexican situation follows: 

**Gentlemen of the Congress—It is 
clearly my duty to lay before you, very 
fully and without reservation, the facts 
concerning our present relations with the 
Republic of Mexico. The deplorable 
posture of affairs in Mexico I weed not 
describe, but I deem it my duty to speak 
very frankly of what this Government 
has done and should seek to do in fulfill- 
ment of its obligations to Mexico her- 
self, as a friend and neighbor, and to 
American citizens whose lives and vital 


interests are daily affected* by the dis- 


tressing conditions which now obtain | 


beyond our southern border. 

| ** Those conditions touch us very near- 
ly. Not merely because théy lie at our 
very doors. That, of course, makes us 
more vividly and more constantly con- 
scious of them, and every instinct of 
neighborly interest and sympathy is 
{aroused and quickened by them; bug 
ithat is only one element in the deter- 
|} mination of our duty. We are glad to 
| call ourselves the friends of Mexico, and 
| we shall, I hope, have many an occasion, 
!in happier times as well as in these days 
of trouble and confusion, to show that 
our friendship is genuine and disinter- 
ested, capable of sacrifice, and every 
generous manifestation. 

“The peace, prosperity, and content- 
ment of Mexico mean more, much more, 
to us than merely an enlarged field for 
our commerce and enterprise. They 
mean an enlargement of the field of 
self-government and the realization of 
the hopes and rights of a nation with 
whose best aspirations, so long. sup- 
pressed and disappointed, we deeply 
sympathize. We shall yet prove to the 
Mexican people that we know how to 
serve them without first thinking how 
we shall serve ourselves. 


Whole World Friendly to Mexico, 


** But we are not the only friends of 
Mexico. The whole world desires her 
peace and progress; and the whole world 
is interested as never before. Mexico 
lies at last where all, the world looks 
on. Central America is about to be 
touched by the great routes of the 
world’s trade and intercourse running 
free from ocean to ocean at the Isthmus. 
The future has much _ in store for 
Mexico, as for all the States of Cen- 
tral America; but the best gifts can 
come to her only if she be ready and 
free to receive them and to enjoy them 
honorably. F : 

‘America in particular — America 
north and south and upon both con- 
tinents—waits upon the development of 
Mexico; and that development can be 
sound and lasting only if it be the 
product of a genuine freedom, a just and 
ordered Government founded upon law. 
Only so can it be peaceful or fruitful 
of the benefits of peace. Mexico has a 
great and enviable future before her, 
if only she choose and attain the paths 
of honest constitutional government. 

“The present circumstances of the re- 
public, 1 deeply regret to say, do not 
seem to promise even the foundations of 
such a peace. We have waited many 
months, months full of peril and anxiety, 
for the conditions there to improve, and 
they have not improved. They have 
grown worse, rather. The territory in 
some sort controlled by the provisional 
authoities at Mexico City has grown 
smaller, not larger. The prospect of 
the pacification of the country, even 
by arms, has seemed to grow more and 
more remote; and its pacification by 
the authorities at the capital is evidently 
impossible by any other means than 
force. Difficulties more and more en- 
tangle those who claim to constitute 
the legitimate government. of the re- 
public. They have not made good their 
claim in fact. Their successes in the 
field have proved only temporary. War 
and disorder, devastation and confusion, 
seem to threaten to become the settled 
fortune of the distracted country. 

‘As friends, we could wait no longer 
for a solution which every week seemed 
further away. It was our duty at least 
to volunteer our good offices—to offer 
to assist, if we might, in effecting some 

arrangement which would bring relief 
and peace and set up @ universally 
acknowledged political authority there, 

“ Accordingly, I took the liberty of 
sending the Hon. John Lind, formerly 
Governor of Minnesota, a8 my personal 
spokesman and representative, to the 
City of Mexjco, with the following in- 
structions: 

Press very earnestly upon the at- 
tention of those who are now exercis- 
ing authority or wielding influence in 
Mexico the following considerations 


and adviee: : 

The Government of the United 
States does not feel at liberty any 
longer to stand inactively by while it 
becomes daily more and. more evident 
that no real progress is being made to- 
ward the establihment of a Govern- 
ment at the City of Mexico which the 
country will obey and respect. : 

The Government of the United 
States does not stand in the same case 
with the other great Governments of 
the world in respect of what is hap- 
pening or what is likely to happen 
in Mexico. We offer our good offices, 
not only because of our genuine de- 
sire to play the part of a friend, but 
also because we are expected by the 
powers of the world to act as Mexico's 
nearest friend. 

We wish to act in these circum- 
stances in the spirit of the most 
earnest and disinterested friendship. 
It is our purpose in whatever we do 
or propose in this perplexing and dis- 
tressing situation not only to pay the 
most scrupulous regard to the sover- 
eignty and indepemdence of Mexico— 
that we take as a matter of course to 
which we are bound by every obliga- 
tion of right and honor—but also to 
gtve every possible evidence that we 
act in the interest of Mexico alone, 
and not in the interest of any per- 
so or body of persons who may have 
personal or property claims in Mexico 
which they may feel that they have 


the right to press. 
We are seekin 
for her own g00 


to counsel Mexico 
and in the interest 
of her own peace, and not for any 
other purpose whatever. The Gov- 
ernment of the United States would 
deem itself discredited if it had any 
seifish or ulterior purpose in trans- 
actions where the peace, happiness 
and prosperity of a whole people are 
involved. \It is acting as its friend- 
ship for Mexico, not as any selfish 
interest, dictates. ‘ 

The present situation in Mexico is 
incompatible with the fulfilment of 
international obligations on the part 
of Mexico, with the civilized develop- 
ment of Mexico herseif, and with the 
maintenance of tolerable political and 
economic _ conditions n Central 
America. It is upo no common oc- 
casion, therefore, that the United 
States offers her counsel and assist- 
ance. All America cries out for a 


settlement. 

A satisfactory settlement seems to 
us to be conditioned on—

oe Taking all ‘the existing conditions 
into consideration, the Government of 
the United States can conceive of no 
reasons sufficient to justify those who 
are now attempting to shape the pol- 
icy or exercise the authority of Mex- 
ico in declining the offices of friend- 
ship ‘thus offered. Can Mexico give 
the civilized world a satisfactory rea- 
son for rejecting our good offices? If 
Mexico can suggest any better way in 
which to show our friendship, serve 
the people of Mexico, and meet our 
international obligations, we are more 
than willing to consider the sugges- 
tion. 

“Mr. Lind executed his delicate and 
difficult mission with singular tact, 
firmness, and good judgment, and made 


clear to the authorities at the City of 


Mexico not only the purpose of his 
visit but also tne spirit in which it had 
been undertaken. But the proposals he 
submitted were rejected, in a note the 
full text of which I take the liberty of 
laying before you. 


Mexican Officials Misinformed.

“The effect of this unfortunate mis- 
understanding on their part is to leave 
them singularly isolated and 
friends who can effectually aid them. 
So long as the misunderstanding con- 
tinues we can only await ghe time of 
their awakening to a realization of the 
actual facts. We 
good offices upon. them. 
must be given a little more time to 
work itself out in the new cireum- 
stances, and I believe that only a little 
while will be necessary. 

“For the circumstances are new. The 
| rejection of our friendship mahes them 
new and will inevitably bring its own 
alterations in the whole aspect of af- 
fairs. The actual situation of the au- 
thorities at Mexico City will presently 
be revealed. 

“ Meanwhile, what ts it our duty to 
do? Clearly, everything that we do 
must be rooted in patience and done 
with calm and disinterested delibera- 
tion. Impatience on our part would be 
childish, and would be fraught with 
every risk of wrong and folly. We can 
afford to exercise the self-restraint of 
a really great nation, which realizes its 
own strength and scorns to misuse it. It 
was our duty to offer our active assist- 
ance. It is now our duty to show what 
true neutrality will do to enable the 
people of Mexico to set their affairs in 
order again and wait for a further op- 
portunity to offer our friendly counsels. 
The door is not closed against the re- 
| sumption, either upon the initiative of 
Mexico or upon our own, of the effort 
to bring order out of the confusion by 
| friendly co-cperative action, should for- 
tunate occasion offer. 
| “While we wait, the contest of the 
| rival forces will undoubtedly for a little 
| while be sharper than ever, just because 
it will be plain that an end must be 
made of the existing situation, and that 
very promptly; and with the increased 
activity of the contending factions will 
come, it is to be feared, increased danger 
to the non-combatants in Mexico, as well 
as to those actually in the field of battle. 
The position of outsiders is always par- 
ticularly trving and full of hazard where 
there igs civil strife and a whole country 
is upset. 

“We should earnestly urge all Ameri- 
cans to leave Mexico at once, and should 
assist them to get away in every way 
possible—not because we would mean 
to slacken in the least our efforts to 
safeguard thetr lives and their inter- 
ests, but because it is imperative that 
they should take no unnecessary risks 
when it is physically possible for them 
to leave the country. We should let 
every one who assumes to exercise au- 
thority in any part of Mexico know in 
the most unequivocal way that we shall 
vigilantly watch the fortunes of those 
Americans who cannot get away, and 
shall hold those responsible for thetr 
sufferings and losses to a definite reck- 
oning. That can be and will be made 
plain beyond the possibility of a mis- 
understanding. 


Will Enforce Arms Embargo. 


“For the rest, I deem it my duty to 
exercise the authority conferred upon me 
by the law of March 14, 1912, to see to 
it that neither side to the struggle now 
going on in Mexico receive any assist- 
ance from this side the border. I shall 
follow the best practice of nations in 
the, matter of neutrality by forbidding 
the exportation of arms or munitions of 
war of any kind from the United States 
to any part of the Republic of Mexico— 
a policy suggested by several interest- 
ing precedents and certainly dictated by 
many manifest considerations of prac- 
tical expediency. We cannot in the cir- 
cumstances be the partisans of either 
party to the contest that now distracts 
Mexico, or constitute ourselves the vir- 
tual umpire between them. 

“T am happy to say that several of 
the great Governments of the world 

| have given this Government their gen- 
| erous moral support in urging upon the 
provisional authorities at the City of 
Mexico the acceptance of our proffered 
good offices in the spirit in which they 
were made. We have not acted in this 
matter under the ordinary principles of 
international obligation. All the world 
expects us in such circumstances to act 
as Mexico's nearest friend and intimate 
adviser. This is our immemorial rela- 
tion toward her. There {s nowhere any 
serious question that we have the moral 
right in the case or that we are acting 
in the interest of a fair settlement. and 
of good government, not for the pro- 
motion of some selfish interest of our 
own. 

“Tf further motive were necessary 
than our own good will toward a sister 
republic and our own deep concern to 
sea peace and order prevail in Central 
America, this consent of mankind to 
what we are attempting, this attitude of 
the great nations of the world toward 
what we may attempt in dealing with 
this distressed people at our _ doors, 
should make us feel the more solemniy 
bound to go to the utmost length of 
atience and forbearance in this pain- 
ul and anxious business. 

“The steady pressure of moral force 
will before many days break the bar- 
riers of pride and prejudice down, and 
we shall triumph as_Mexico’s friends 
sooner than we could triumph as her 
enemies—and how much more handsome- 
ly, with how much higher and finer

we are still maintaining diplomatic mis- 
sions cordially accepted in almost all 
the countries of the world, and we con- 
tinue to be invited to all kinds of inter- 
national congresses and conferences. 

‘With regard to our interior develop- 
ment, the following proof is sufficient, 
to wit: A contract has just been signed 
with Belgian capitalists which means 
to Mexico the construction of some- 
thing like 5,000 kilometers of railway. 
In conclusion, we fail to see the evil 
results, which are prejudicial only to 
ourselves, felt in Central America by 
our present domestic war. 

‘“‘In one thing I do agree with you, 
Mr. Confidential Agent, and it is that 
the whole of America is clamoring for a 
prompt solution of our disturbances, this 
being a very natural sentiment if it is 
borne in mind that a country which was 
prosperous only yesterday has been sud- 
denly caused to suffer a great internal 
misfortune. i 

‘“‘ Consequently, Mexico cannot for one 
moment take into consideration the four 
conditions which His Excellency Mr. 
Wilson has been pleased t6 propose 
through your honorable and worthy 
a I must give you the reasons 
or : 

“An immediate suspension of the 
struggle in Mexico, a definite armistice, 
‘golemnly constructed, and scrupulously 
observed,’ is not possible, as to do this it 
would be necessary that there should be 
someone capable of proposing it without 
causing a profound offense to civiliza- 
tion, to the many bandits, who, under 
this or that pretext, are marauding 
toward the south and committing the 
most outrageous depredations; and [ 
know of no country in the world, the 
United States included, which may have 
ever dared to enter into agreement or to 
propose an armistice to individuals who, 
perhaps on account of a physiological 
aceident, can be found all over the world 
beyond the pale of the divine and human 
laws. Bandits, Mr. Confidential Agent, 
are not admitted to armistice; the first 
action against them is one of correction, 
and when this, unfortunately, fails, 
their lives must be severed for the sake 
of the biological and fundamental prin- 
ciple; then useful sprouts should grow 
and fructify 

“With reference to the rebels_who 
style themselves “Constitutionalists,’ 
one of the representatives of whom has 
been given an ear by members of the 
United States Senate, what could there 
be more gratifying to us than if, con- 
vineed of the precipice to which we are 
being dragged »by the resentment of 
their defeat, in a moment of reaction 
they would depose their rancor and add 
their strength to ours, so that all to- 
gether we would undertake the great 
and urgent task of national reconstruc- 
tion? Unfortunately they do not avail 
themselves of the amnesty law enacted 
by the Provisional Government immedi- 
ately after its inauguration; ‘but, on the 
contrary, well-known rebels holding 
elective positions in the capital of the 
republic or profitable employments left 
the country without molestation, not- 
withstanding the information which the 
Government had that they were going 
to foreign lands te work against its in- 
terests, many of whom have taken up- 
on. themselyes. the unfortunate task of 


exposing the mysteries and infirmities | 
from whch we are suffering, the same} 
as any other human congregation. | 


No Armistice With Rebels. | 


“Were we to agree with them to} 
the armistice suggested, they would, ip- | 


so facto, recognize their belligerency, | 
and this is something which cannot be | 


done for many reasons which cannot es- 
cape the perspicacity of the Govern-| 
ment of the United States of America, | 
which to this day, and publicly, at least, | 
has classed them as rebels just the 
same as we have. And it is an accepted | 
doctrine that no armistice can be con-; 
certed with rebels. 

“The assurance asked of my Govern- 
ment that it should promptly convene to | 


free elections is the most evident proof | 
and the most unequivocal concession | 
that the Government of the United; 
States considers it legally and solidly 
constituted and that it is exercising, | 
like all those of its class, acts of such | 
importance as to indicate the perfect | 
civil operation of a soveregn nation. 
Inasmuch as our laws already provide 
such assurance, there is no fear that! 
the letter may not be observed during 
the coming elections, and while the; 
present Government is of a provision- | 
al character it will cede its place to the | 
definite government which may be 
elected by the people. | 

‘““The request that General Victoriano | 


Huerta should agree not to appear as/| 
a candidate for the Presidency of the | 
republic in the coming elections can- | 
not be taken into consideration, be- | 
cause, aside from its strange and un-! 
warranted character, there is a risk 
that the same might be interpreted as 
a matter of personal dislike. This 
point can only be decided by Mexican 
public opinion when it may be ex- 
pressed at the polls. 

**The pledge that all parties should 
agree beforehand to the results of the 
election, and to co-operate in the most 
loyal manner to support and organize 
the new Administration, 
to be tactily supposed and desired, and | 
that the experiences of what this in- 
ternal strife means to us in loss of life 
and the destruction of property will | 
cause all contending political factions to 
abide by the results; but it would be 
extemporaneous to make any assertion 
in this respect, even by the most ex- 
perienced countries in civil matters, in- | 
asmuch as no one can forecast or fore- 
see the trrors and excesses which men 
are likely to commit, especially under 
the influence of political passion. 


Legality of Huerta Regime. 
““We hasten to signify our apprecia- } 
tion to the United States of America | 
because they agree from to-day to rec- 
ognize the future, which we, the Mexi- 
can people, may elect to rule our des- 


tinies. On the other hand we greatly 
deplore the present tension in our re- 
lations: with your country, a tension 
which has been produced without Mex- 
feo having afforded the slightest cause 
therefor. 

“The legality of the Government of | 
Gen. Huerta cannot be disputed. | 
Article 85 of our political Constitution 
provides: 

If at the beginning of a2 
term neither the President nor Vice 
President elected present themsel , or if 
the election had not heen held and the re- 
sults thereof declared by the first De- 
cember, neverth@less, the President whose 
term has expired will’ cease.in his func- 
tions, and the Secretary of Foreign Affairs 

shall immediately take charge of the Ex- 
ecutive power in the capacity of Provis- 
ional President; and if there should be no 
Secretary for Foreign Affairs, or if he 
should be tmeapacitated, the Presidency 
shall devolve on ome of the other secreta- 
ries, pursuant to the order provided by the 
law establishing, their number. The same 
procedure shall be followed when, in the 
case of the absolute or temporary absence 
of the President, the Vice President fails 
to appear, when om leave of absence from 
his post, if he should be discharging his 
duties, and when inthe course of his term 
the absolute absence’ of both functionaries 
should occur.

RUBBER-SOLED SHO 
ENDS HAWKER’S TRIP 


His Foot Slips Off Rudder-Bar, 
and Hydro-Aeroplane 
Drops Into Sea. 








HE HAD GONE 1,043 MILES 





$25,000 Prize Seemed to be As- 
sured—Daily Mail Will Give Give 
Him $5,000 as a Testimonial.

LONDON, Aug. 27.—Just when vic- 
tory appeared to be assured, Harry G. 
Hawker’s brilliant attempt to win The 
Daily Mail’s $25,000 prize for a hydro- 
aeroplane journey around the British 
coasts, ended in disaster this after- 
noon, when he fell into the sea fif- 
teen miles north of Dublin. Hawker 
had then covered 1,043 miles of the 
1,540. 

To-day’s flight started ominously. 
The trouble began at Oban, where one 
of the floats of the machine was 
swamped, the repairs wasting precious 
minutes. Engine trouble again brought 
Hawker down off Argylishire. Then 
he flew successfully across the sea to 
Larne, where he was delayed an hour 
and a half in adjusting his engine. 
He again ascended at 11 A. M. and 
sped toward Dublin, He flew steadily 
for 244 hours, when an unusual mis- 
hap brought disaster. 

Hawker was preparing to alight at 
Lough Shinny. His boots were rub- 
ber-soled, and at a critical moment 
his foot slipped off the rudder bar. 
The hydro-aeroplane got out of con- 
trol and plunged into the water from 
a height of fifty feet, a few feet from 
the shore. 

Coast guards speedily rescued Haw- 
ker and his mechanic, Kauper. The 
former escaped with nothing worse 
than bruises, but Kauper’s arm was 
broken and he has bad cuts on the 
head and neck. His condition, how- 
ever, is not serious. The hydro-aero- 
plane was hopelessly wrecked. 

Hawker was much fatigued at the 
time of the accident, but he asserts 
that it was not this that caused his 
foot to slip. Neither, he says, was 
the accident the fault of the machine 
or the engine—it was “just a piece 


of ghastly bad luck.” 

The Daily Mail will present £1,000 
to Hawker in recognition of his skill 
and courage. 





OBAN, Aug. 27.—Harry G. Hawker 
left here this morning to try to fly the 
remaining portion of his journey, 704 
miles, within the next twenty-four 
hours. In the first six stages of his 
flight he covered 836 miles in 853 min- 
utes flying time. 

Hawker ascended in his hydro-aero- 


plane at 6:40 A. M. Engine trouble 


caused him to descend on reaching the 
Trish Coast at Larne, a distance of about 
110 miles. 


DUBLIN, Aug. 27.—Hawker’s flight 
was ended near Portraine, fifteen miles 
from the control station here. i 

Coast guards went to the assistance of 
Hawker and his mechanic, who had 
fallen into the water. They were taken 
to the coast guard station. 

Doctors later found that the mechanic 
had suffered a fractured arm and was 
hurt on the head, but that Hawker had 
virtually escaped injury. _ 

It was Hawker’s intention to fly to- 
day from Oban by way of Dublin to 
Falmouth, a distance of 502 miles, thus 
leaving 202 miles for a final dash in the 
morning from Falmouth to Southamp- 
ton. 


FOUND MAWSON STARVING. 


Relief Ship Reached Antarctic Ex- 
ploring Party Just in Time. 


CHRISTCHURCH, New Zealand, 
Aug. 27.—Relief arrived in the nick of 
time to save the lives of Dr. Douglas 
Mawson, the Australian antarctic ex- 
plorer, and his five companions, who 
were left on Macquarie Island, in the 
Antarctic Ocean, last March, when the 
remaining twenty-four members of Dr. 
Mawson’s expedition returned to Tas- 
mania on board the Aurora from their 
south polar trip. 

The six men were believed to have 
ample provisions to last them until the 
antarctic Spring, but the commander 
of the Government steamer recently sent 
to their relief reports that the explorers 
had exhausted al! their supplies and 
that the men had been living for some 
time on the hearts and tongues of sea 
elephants. All were in a very weak 
condition when the relief ship reached 
them. 





Two membersyof Dr. Mawson’s expedi- | 
tion lost their lives by accidents on the 
ice—Lieut. Ninnis, an English army 
officer, and Dr. Xavier Mertz, a Swiss | 
scientist. 

The original expedition left Hobart, | 
Tasmania, on Dee. 2, 1911, its principal 
object being the exploration and survey 
of the antarctic coast line. 

When the Aurora went to fetch the 
explorers back early this year the vessel 
was forced to depart before taking on 
Dr. Mawson and five of his companions, 
forming one of the parties, as she was 
in danger of being crushed by the ice. 
As they were said to be well equipped, 
no fear was felt for their safety. 


EXONERATES STABLE FLY. 


California Scientist Denies That It 
Transmits Infantile Paralysis. 


SACRAMENTO, Aug. 27.—The stable 
or “biting” fly, which has been sus- 
pected by scientists of being a factor 
in infantile paralysis, was finally exon- 
erated in a report to the State Board 
of Health to-day by Dr. W. A. Sawyer, 
Director of the State Hygienic Labora- 
tory. . 

Dr. Sawyer’s report is the result of a 
series of seven experiments, in which 
he and Prof. Herms of the University of 
California were unable to transmit in- 
fantile paralysis to sick or well monkeys 
through the agency of the suspected in- 
sect. 

The experiments were ordered after 
the announcement last September by Dr, 
Rosenau of Harvard that under lab.ra- 
tory conditions it was possible for the 
fly to transmit the disease.

HENNESSY QUITS SULZER? 


Impeached Governor's Chief De- 
fender Said to Deem Himself Mis- 
led as to Campaign Fund Checks. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Aug. 27.—Martin H. Glynn 
to-night received ormal recognition as 
Acting Governor from the Legislature 
when both branches received messages 
from him—the first communications of 
ths nature since Gov. Sulzer was im- 
peached. There were protests in both 
houses against receiving the messages. 
In the Senate the objection was raised 
by Senator Gottfried Wende of Erie, 
the only Sulzer man present. He made 
the point that receiving the messages 
would validate the position of those 
who maintain that the filing of the 
impeachment automatically 
William Sulzer from exercising 
the functions of the Governor. The 
m2ssage was received and read, Senator 


Wende reserving the right of further 
protest. 
Ir the Assembly Mr. Schaap of the 


Bronx, the Progressive leader, objected, 
but was overruled by the Speaker. 

“On the = strength of an _ opinion 
handed down by the Attorney General, 
I received this message from Acting 
Gov. Glynn,” said the Speaker. 

Harold J. Hinman, Republican leader 
of the Assembly and law partner of L. 
J. Arnold, after this ruling entered upon 
an elaborate protest against receiving 
the message or recognizing Acting Gov. 
Glynn. 

The reception of Acting Gov. Glynn's 
messages, which dealt with routine mat- 


and the introduction of bills car- 
rying out his recommendations, marked 


j the scle activities of the Senate and the 


Assembly. The Senate met without a 
quorum present, and adjourned to noon 
to-morrow as soon as the messages had 
been read. The Assembly session was 


held under a closed call, and with a 
quorum. The debate on the reception 
of the messages lasted until midnight, 
when the Assembly adjourned until 
noon to-morrow. Twenty-four mem- 
bers, two less than a quorum, were 
present in the Senate. 
Sulzer and Hennessy Out? 

Official and political Albany was 


greatly interested in a report that went 


the rounds to-night, and which had it 
that the relations between Mr. Sulzer 
}and John A. Hennessy, who has been 


looked upon here as Mr. Sulzer’s alter 
ego, has become severely strained. 


Mr. Hennessy is said to be in New 
York City, The report is accepted here 
as well founded, and there have been 


some developments which seem to lend 
color to this belief. Mr. Hennessy’s 
friends here who were questioned about 
the report were exceedingly reticent. 
For some time it had been hinted that 
Mr. Hennessy had been laboring under 
the impression that Mr. Sulzer had not 
been altogether frank with him in their 
discussion of the charges » brought 
against the Governor as a result of the 
Frawley Committee’s disclosures. It is 
rumored that there has been serious 
conflict between the version of his case 


given by Mr. Sulzer to his legal ad- 
visors, and that given to Mr. Hen- 
nessy. 

According to report, Mr. Hennessy, 


following what he regarded as a most 
exhaustive and satisfactory talk with 
Mr. Sulzer regarding the campaign fund 
disclosures, felt so confident that noth- 
ing could come of the charges, that he 
prepared at once to unlimber his 
heaviest guns and train them on Mr. 
Sulzer’s foes. Mr. Hennessy, accord- 
ing to his friends at the Capitol. when, 
as a result of legislative hostility to 
Mr. Sulzer’s plans, found himself with- 
out any appropriation to defray the cost 
of his inquiry into the State depart- 
ments, assumed personal Hability for a 
considerable sum necessary to enable 
him to carry on the investigation. 

When the Frawley Committee brought 
out evidence that contributions to tine 
Sulzer campaign fund had been used to 
speculate in Wall Street, the revelation 


is said to have come to Mr. Hennessy 
as a stunning surprise. Another blow, 
it is said, came within the last two 


or three days when he was directed by 
Mr. Sulzer to suspend the investiga- 
tions on which he had spent money 
raised at a personal sacrifice. 


What Mr. Glynn Recommends. 


The first series of messages sent to 
the Legislature by Lieut. Gov. Glynn as 
Acting Governor, urged action upon a 
bill to provide for a direct State tax of 
six-tenths of a mill to meet the yearly 
instalment of the sinking fund, upon a 
bill to provide 875,000 for the legislative 
expenses, upon a measure providing 
$225,000 to meet the claims of owners 
of diseased cattle and horses slaughtered 
under the law by the State, and upon a 
bill to legalize a bond issue of $68,000 
in the city of Niagara Falls. 

Mr. Glynn takes a view opposite to 
that of the Committee of Inquiry ap- 
pointed by Gov. Sulzer in relation tc the 
sinking fund. The committee presented 
a brief to show that the accumulations 
in the sinking fund were so large that 
a portion could be used to meet the ob- 


ligations imposed by the law. Gov. 
Sulzer accepted this proposition, but 
failed to obtain the passage of a bill 


permitting the withdrawal of $12,000,000 
from the sinking fund. 

Gov, Sulzer vetoed the direct tax bill 
passed at the regular session, .making 
action at the extraordinary session nec- 


essary in order to maintain the State’s 
credit. Several weeks ago Gov. Sulzer 
sent to the Legislature a recommenda- 


tion for the passage of a direct tax bill. 
Such a measure was introduced at that 
time. but was not acted upon. 

“Unless the State is to default in in- 
terest Payments upon its bonds,’’ Act- 
ing Gov. Glynn says in his message, 
“it is necessary that the Legislature 
immediately make provisions for a di- 
rect tax. To avert this stigma upon the 
majesty of the State, this menace to its 
credit, the several counties must soon 
be in possession of authority to levy a 
State tax. 

“The condition of the State’s finances 
is the most important problem con- 
fronting us. In the turmoil of other 
issues the all-important question of 
Ways and ineans has been sadly over- 
looked and less important questions have 
forced into obscurity the momentous 
problem of how the State is going to 


pay its debts.

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lar appropriation bills and numerous 
special appropriations the expenses of 
the State have been increased to a de- 
gree demanding serious consideration. 
If the present policy is continued, the 
expenses of thé State will soon largely 
outstrip the revenues and necessitate a 
heavy direct tax. It should be the se- 
rious study of all public officials to 
avoid the imposition of this burden 
upon the people. The condition of the 
finances of the State demands a halt 
for the time being upon special appro- 
priations except for purposes absolutely 
necessary. 

“The appropriations of 1913 from the 
general fund are $47,856,500, The sink- 
ing fund requirements are $9,725,305, 
making the total obligations to be pro- 
vided for this year $57,581,004. an in- 
crease of $4,392,759 over last year. TO 
meet this great demand upon the State's 
resources, it was estimated on Jan. 1 
last, that at the beginning of the fiscal 
year there would be a surplus of §11,- 
589,758, that revenues would be in- 
ereased to the amount of $40,210,000, anc 
that former apropriations would lapse 
to the extent of $625,000. The total esti- 
mated resources are therefore %52,424,- 
758. This amount is less than the 
amount required to meet the obligations 
of the State for the current year, It 
has happened, however, that the rev- 
enue derived from the transfer inheri- 
tance tax is now estimated to be at 
least $8,060,000 greater than the estimate 
at the beginning of the year. Therefore, 
by using at last $8,000,000 of the sur- 
plus and by the imposition of a direct 
tax of approximately six-tenths of a mill 
for the sinking fund requirements of the 
Canal and Palisade bonds, the State will 
be able to meet its obligations ahd pre- 
serve a surplus sufficient to properly 
conduct the State's business. 

“The legislature of 1014 will be com- 
pelled to inaugurate some entirely dif- 
ferent policy in the treatment of the 
State's finances than has been pursued 
this year.” 


Funds For Investigators. 


The message relating to the expenses 
of the Legislature recommends the ap- 
propriation of a ‘‘ reasonable amount of 
money to pay the necessary expenses of 
the Legislature during the extraordinary 
session, and also for the expenses of 
legislative committees which have al- 
ready been appointed but are unable to 
perform any of their duties because of 
lack of funds.” 

The bill to cover this recommenda- 
tion carries an appropriation of $75,000. 
The-appropriation bill of the regular ses- 
sion provided $150,000 for contingent ex- 
penses of the Legislature, but it was 
vetoed by Goy. Sulzer. 

The message in relation to the reim- 
bursement of claimants for the slaughter 


of diseased cattle and horses states that 
the $217,157 already has been allowed by 
the Commissioner of Agriculture. 

“It seems unnecessary,” the Acting 
Governor said, ‘“ to argue that the State 
of New York should not impose upon its 
citizens unnecessary delay in reimburs- 
ing them according to its statutory re- 
quirements for property of which it de- 
prives them. In many instances the 
owners of the cattle destroyed are citi- 
zens who cannot well afford to be de- 
prived of their property and to be com- 
pelled to wait an unreasonable time for 
the reimbursement which the very 
statute that authorizes the deprivation 
commands shall be paid to them. The 
State of New York should not sanction 
such an injustice.’’ 


William Sulzer and Martin TI. Glynn 
were in their respective Executive 
Chambers to-day. Neither transacted 


any official business of importance. 


The Legislature, according to tne 
leaders, will take steps to-morrow to 
punish Louis A, Sarecky, Mr. Sulzer’s 


former confidential secretary, and Fred- 
erick LL, Colwell, his agent in Wall 
Street, for contempt.

WHITMAN AND ARNOLD CONFER 


District Attorney Looking Into Im- 
peachment Bribery Charges. 


Ex-Judge Lynn J. Arnold of Albany, 
supporter of William Sulzer in his im- 
peachment troubles, had a four-hour 
conference with District Attorney Whit- 
man yesterday on the subject of his 
frequently-asserted charge that Sulzer 
was ousted as the result of a conspiracy 
headed by Tammany Leader Charles 
F. Murphy. 

Mr. Whitman whuld not comment on 
any of the testimony laid before him by 
Arnold beyond saying that there was 
a vast amount of it and that he ex- 
pected to have another talk with Ar- 
nold on the subject to-day. Well-known 
Tammany men, he admitted, might be 
examined by him to ascertain whether 
the Arnold charges would stand the fire 
of a Grand Jury inquiry. 

** Will Charles F. Murphy be called?”’ 
he was asked, 

The District Attorney smiled, but made 
no definite reply. 

To questions touching on the political 
angles of the case Mr. Whitman replied 
that a thousand indorsements by Tam- 
many Hall would not swerve him in 
the least from sifting to the bottom 
anything that might be placed before 
him bearing on illegal doings in the 
Murphy-Sulger war. 

Following ex-Judge Arnold two other 
men were heard by Mr. Whitman. One 
of these, it was learned, was:a lawyer 
whom Arnold charged with being a go- 
between in the bribery of an Assembly- 
man. Although this Assemblyman was 
active in the impeachment proceedings, 
it was intimated that the bribery charge 


itself had nothing to do with the im- 
peachment. 
When the conferences were over 


rumors began to float from the Criminal 
Court Building, and some of these dealt 
with a supposed confession of ex-State 
Senator Stephen J. Stilwell, now serving 


a four-year-term in Sing Sing for 
bribery. One was to the effect that 
Stilwell had been approached by two 


men while in the Tombs. These men, so 
the story went, said they were friends 
of Charles F, Murphy, and begged Stil- 
well to remain silent, promising him a 
pardon just as soon as Sulzer could be 
impeached. Stilwell, this rumor said, 
stood willing to reveal the names of the 
two men and much more in return for 
a pardon from Sulzer. 

Another version of 
was that the ex-Senator had written a 
letter to Sulzer shortly after the lat- 
ter’s impeachment promising to “ tell 
everything’ in return for a_ pardon. 
This letter, it was said, was taken to 
Sulzer by a trusted friend of Stilwell. 
Sulzer kept the letter as evidence, de- 
spite Stilwell’'s objections, according to 
this report, and sent word to Stilwell 
that he would not be pardoned unless 
convictions of prominent co-workers in 
the Legislature could be had on his 
testimony. 

Both of the Stilwell stories were gen- 
erally discredited here and in Albany 
last night It was pointed out that a 
Sulzer pardon at this time would hardly 
be honored with the great seal of the 
State in the hands of Secretary of State 
May, a Glynn man. According to law, 
the Secretary of State must attest every 
Executive pardon.

DAVIS GUP MATCHES 
AGAIN NEXT YEAR 


Australia Will Send Strong 


Team to Recapture 
Tennis Trophy. 








Davis Cup matches are assured for 
1914. This announcement was made 
last night by Maurice BE. McLoughlin 
of San Francisco, the National tennis 
champion, at a dinner to the Members 
of the American Davis Cup team at 
Delmonico’s, Forty-fourth Street and 
Fifth Avenue, While teams from Ing- 
land, Germany, South Africa, Canada, 
and France are. expected, Champion 
McLoughlin, in the course of his speech, 
said Alfred Dunlop of Australia had 
written to a prominent tennis player In 
America, saying he would leave Aus- 
tralia on March 15, 1914, and expected 
to be accompanied by A. F. Wilding, 
who defeated McLoughlin in the cham- 
pionship round for the All-England 
championship, and Norman W. Brooke, 
two of the best players in Australasia. 
Should the trio compete in the Davis 
Cup matches the task of defending the 
trophy will be a difficult one, as the 
three players are classed among the 
eight leading exponents of tennis in the 
world. 

The dinner, which was in honor of 
the Davis Cup players, was attended 
by many of the leading tennis players 
in America. With three exceptions, 
every title holder since the first cham- 
pionship was played, was present. The 
guests of honor were: Harold H. 
Hatkett of New York, Captain; R. Nor- 
tis Williams, 2d., Philadelphia; Wal- 
lace FF. Johnson, Philadelphia; Maurice 
E. McLoughlin, San Francisco, mem- 
bers of the cup team; Raymond D. Lit- 
tle, who was selected but did not ac- 
company the team, and Dwight Davis, 
the donor of the cup. 

Robert D. Wrenn, President of the 
United States National Lawn Tennis 


Association presided and the banquet 
room was decorated with American, 
English and German flags. President 
Wrenn briefly reviewed the Davis Cup 
Competition in England and then in- 
troduced Dwight Davis, whose remarks 
consisted of a history of the origin of 
the competition, which he said was for 
the purpose of establishing a _ better 


understanding between countries  en- 
gaged in sports and raising the standard 
of athletics throughout the world. 

Capt. Hackett, who followed Mr. 
Davis, paid a glowing tribute to the 
sportsmanlike qualities of the other 
teams in the Davis Cup matches and 


the treatment the American players re- 
ceived in England. He gave McLough- 
lin_ the credit for the return of the cup 
and praised the work of the other mm- 
bers of the American team. 

William C. de Mille, who filled the 
position of toastmaster, said he re- 
gretted that the British writers should 
suggest that the cup was won by a trick, 
and suggested that in order to prevent 
future tricks the service of McLoughlin 
and others should be limited to ten miles 
an _ hour. His humorous remarks were 
well received, as were those of Robert

OUR MEXICAN POLICY. 

Cordial support of President WIL- 
$on's attitude upon the Mexican ques- 
tion, at this crisis, is inevitable and 
fs right. He has acted according to 
his convictions, and in a spirit of broad 
humanity and exalted statesmanship. 
Hie has disregarded precedents in his 
friendly negotiations with the neigh- 
poring republic as he disregarded 
them yesterday in his appearance, 
personally, at a joint assemblage of 
oth houses of Congress, to read his 
Jucid and able message, setting forth 
the failure of the mission of medi- 
ation and his idea of the course the 
United States should pursue in regard 
to Mexico in the jgmmediate future. 
But it should be said, at once, that 
while Mr. WILSon’s message is an in- 
Bpiring and candid document, reflect- 
fng, as Senator O’GoRMAN has said, 
“the sober thought of the nation” 
et this juncture, the reply of the 
Provisional Government of Mexico, 
through Mr. GAmBoa, the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, is also lucid and 
statesmanlike, free from rancor and 
pettiness. It is necessary to say this 
because the translation is obviously 
rude, verbal felicities in the Spanish 
language being exceedingly difficult 
to transfer into English. The repeated 
g@ddress, ‘Mr. Confidential Agent,” 
though in the translated form it sug- 
gests irony, was never so intended by 
the writer. 

The whole strength of the Mexican 
yeply rests on the assertions of the 
®oreign Secretary in contradiction of 
our Government’s statement that no 
progress has been made toward the 
establishment in the Mexican capital 
of a government which may enjoy 
the respect and obedience of the 
people. Mr. GamBoa declares that of 
the twenty-seven States, three Jerri- 
tories, and one Federal District, con- 
Btituting the Republic of Mexico, 
eighteen States, the three Territories, 
and the Federal District are absolute- 
ly under control, and that the Pro- 
visional Government has 80,000 effect- 
$ve troops in the field. President WIiL- 
s0N, however, asserts in his message 
that while we have waited many 
months full of peril and anxiety for 
conditions in Mexico to improve, they 
have not improved but have grown 
worse; that ‘“‘the territory in some 
**sort controlled by the provisional 
“authorities in Mexico City has 
** grown smaller, not larger’’; that the 
prospect of pacification has seemed to 
grow more and more remote, and that 
*“*those who claim to constitute the 
“legitimate government have not 
“made good their claim.” 

The President’s view of the situ- 
ation, based, as it must be, on infor- 
mation from unprejudiced sources, we 
are all bound to accept. It cannot well 
be denied that ‘“ we are expected by 


“the Powers of the world to act as 
**Mexico’s nearest friend.” This 
gracefully admitted by Mr. GamsBoa, 
who says that both European and 
‘American Governments made use of 


their good offices to the end that

He would 
have us pledge ourselves to be parti- 
sans of no Mexican party, and insists 
that our Government shall not act as 
a virtual umpire between the con- 
testants. It would be well, also, if 
the activities of the various rebel 
juntas in this country could be wholly 
suppressed. These suggestions are all 
reassuring. There can be no great 
danger of a serious rupture if they 
are lived up to. That the President 
realizes the danger of the situation, 
however, is indicated by his advice 
that all Americans in Mexico should 
be urged to leave the country at once 
and assisted to get away by every 
possible means; but there is assurance 
that the fortunes of those who cannot 
get away will be watched vigilantly 
and that those responsible for any loss 
or suffering they may incur will be 
“held to a definite reckoning.” Ne- 
gotiations for friendly mediation are 
open to resumption at any time. The 
President is convinced that ‘the 
steadying pressure”’ of moral force 
will soon break down the barriers, 
and that ‘‘ we shall triumph as Mex- 
“ico’s friends sooner than we could 
‘‘triumph as her enemies.” 

Mexico’s friends we are, assuredly, 
and the best and most useful friends 
she has. - But the gravity of the situ- 
ation cannot be ignored. No progress 
whatever has been made in our ef- 
forts to lighten the burdens of a dis- 
tracted country, but it will be felt 
throughout the world that our Gov- 
ernment has held with commendable 
firmness to a humane and _ broad- 
minded policy.

SHORT-HAUL ’BUSES. 

The city would drive a mighty poor 
bargain with the company which ap- 
peals to it for the installation of omni- 
buses to operate in its congested 


streets along ‘‘short-haul” routes, 
which, if followed from the Washing- 
ton Arch to Harlem, would cost the 
passenger 20 cents with four fares of 
5 cents each. For the privilege of 


exacting these fares the company 


would pay to the city a license fee 
of $10 a year for each omnibus. The 
company which now operates on Fifth 
Avenue and gives good service, charg- 
ing but 10 cents upon the long route 
mentioned, pays more than this for 


its license. Secretary CoRNELL of the 
National Highways Protective Asso- 
ciation has ascertained that the city 
receives for each motor stage now in 
operation $20—twice as much as the 
new company wishes to pay—plus 5 


per cent. of its gross receipts on each 


vehicle; that brings the total to $496 
of city revenue last year for every 
coach. 

The 2,000 coaches which the new 
company would place on the city’s 


streets would net the municipality at 


this rate $992,000,. instead of the 
$20,000 which the company wishes to 
Looked at merely from the point 
of view of receipts to the, city, the 
proposal is absurd. But when it is 


considered that new rapid transit lines

THE COURT OF APPEALS 
VACANCIES. 

Members of the Bar throughout the 
State and the committee named at 
the meeting of the representatives of 
the State and New York City Bar As- 
sociations in June are desirous that 
the principle of nonpartisanship shall 
be observed in the nominations for 
the two vacancies upon the Court of 
Appeals bench caused by the coming 
retirement of Chief Justice CULLEN 
and Associate Justice Gray. The 
principle is sound; it is desirable that 
partisan considerations and interests 
should be laid aside when Justices are 
to be chosen, and more than once this 
plan has been adopted by the co-oper- 
ation of both parties, with good re- 
sults. 

There is ground for hope that the 
parties may unite this year in making 
nominations for that bench. The 
State Committees have power to make 
the designations, but the Republicans 
are to hold an “ unofficial” conven- 
tion at which names to be recom- 
mended to their State Committee will 
be considered. The Democrats who 
last year refused the Republican over- 
tures for union upon judiciary nomi- 
nations may be in a more consenting 
mood: this year, owing to troubles 
which have arisen in the party. The 
Justiceships are now very unevenly 
apportioned between the parties, Jus- 
tice WERNER being the only Republic- 
an, sitting with six Democrats, al- 
though three Republican Supreme 
Court Justices, Hiscock, CHASE, and 
MILLER, have been designated by the 
Executive to lend their aid in clear- 
ing up the Court of Appeals calen- 
dar. 

A just recognition of merit of long 
service and of seniority should strong- 
ly commend Associate Justice WER- 
NER to the consideration of both par- 
ties and to that of the Progressives 
as well for the Chief Justiceship nom- 
ination. Justice WERNER has been 
upon the Court of Appeals bench for 
thirteen years, having been first ap- 
pointed by Gov. ROoosEVELT. He was 
elected to the place he now holds in 
1904, on the nomination of the Re- 
publicans indorsed by the Democrats. 
His learning, his ability, his marked 
fitness for judicial office, and the 
great value of the service he has ren- 
dered on the Court of Appeals bench 
are universally recognized by the Bar 
and by the people of the State. By 
the test of the place he holds in his 
own community, which is one of the 
best of all tests, Justice WERNER’S 
character, standing, and qualifica- 
tions are further made clear, since he 
was three times elected County Judge 
in Monroe County, twice by large 
majorities, and once without opposi- 
tion, and after that he was raised to 
the Supreme Court bench with the 
support of both parties, the Demo- 
crats having indorsed his nomination. 
Upon the retirement of Chief Justice 
CULLEN, Justice WERNER will be the 
senior member of the court. That 
fact, his great experience, and his 
demonstrated ability and fitness con- 
stitute reasons that, it would seem, 
may well be controlling with all par- 
ties in the Chief Justiceship nomina- 
tion to be made next month. 








THE HOUSE OF GOVERNORS. 

ELIHU Root was right. The House 
of Governors as at present constitut- 
ed, and as it sits to-day in Colorado 
Springs, is not composed of men fit 
to engineer uniform laws or inter- 
state understandings. With any one 
of twenty things crying to be done, 
which are not within the province of 
the Federal Government, and which 
the: States cannot undertake singly, 
the Governors have met five times, 
feasted, gossiped, and done nothing. 
The first meetings of the Governors 
related to conservation. That is a 
splendid subject of action. Mr. 
ROOSEVELT’s and Mr. PINcHOT’sS prop- 
aganda to save the forests was im- 
potent beacause, in most of the States 
of the Union where the forests need 
conservation, they have passed com- 


pletely into private hands and are 
under State jurisdiction exclusively. 
There is no reason why States should 
not take common action that would 
compel the private owners of forests, 


in President Tart’s words, to “at- 


“tend to those forests with a view 
“to the welfare of the community 
“of the neighbors who live there, or 
“of those who are affected by the 
“denudation of the land of the 


“trees.” The Governors have done 


nothing to this end. 

Yet the forests are vanishing so 
fast that they will in a generation or 
so go the way of the American bison, 
unless the felling of them is checked. 


In his masterly address to the Na- 


tional Civic Federation in Washing- 
ton in January, 1910, Mr. Root in- 
stanced the ease with which the 
foreign powers of Europe mustered 
delegates specially trained to sit in 
congresses that resulted in the pro- 


duction of things in black and white: 


—treaties for the mutual interests of 
them all. Although these foreign 
Powers have no such-intimate bonds 
of friendship as the American States, 
they have held, since the congress in 


Vienna in 1815, over 120 conferences 


of such representatives. 

These have been wholly voluntary, 
not compelled by any superior power. 
They have established an interna~ 
tional postal union, rules for the pro- 


tection of industrial property, pat- 


ents, and copyrights; for sanitation 
of dwellings and prevention of dis- 
eases; for the abolition of the slave 
trade and of privateering; for rules} 





of private international law; for the 
enforeement of humane measures in 
the conduct of war by sea; for uni- 
form weights and measures through- 
out the greater part of the world; for 
the protection of labor, for tele- 
graphic intercommunication, for the 
protection of ocean cables and of 
wireless telegraphy. Sixteen nations 
met and brought about the abolition 
of the sound dues imposed by Den- 
mark; seventeen nations met, and, 
by an adequate payment, rid them- 
selves of the duties imposed by 
Hanover upon the navigation of the 
river Elbe; twenty Powers united in 
securing the free navigation of the 
Scheldt; the procedure of the civil 
courts of fourteen European coun- 
tries has been affected by mutual 
conferences; all the Powers having 
an interest in the Far East have con- 
ferred and acted regarding the pre- 
vention of the traffic in opium. 
These, and many other things, have 
been done by competent delegates of

The courts 
will take notice of the violation of this 
propriety, just as they took notice of 
it and prevented the use of the Bronx 
sewer until the sewage was purified.

Doubtless other sales- 
men have found it possible to approach 
the busiest of them, else they would not 
be busy, and as the buyers are pre- 
sumably competent in their own work, 
the probabilities are that if any of them 
talked to this young man in the way he 
describes, it was because they knew or 
thought time devoted to him would be 
wasted and they eluded this danger by 
making statements of which he realized 
neither the purpose nor the humor. 

To be sure, not all failures to sell 
goods are due to incompetency; occa- 
sionally ‘‘the times’’ have something 
to do with it; but times are never so 
hard that the born salesman cannot get 
into’ communication with the coyest of 
purchasers, and even in the hardest of 
times the real geflius can make men 
buy at least a little by finding out just 
what they want or must have. 

The indications are that our complain- | 
ing correspondent needs first to study 
what his experiences reveal as to him- 
self. The difficulties he has encoun- 
tered may or may not be due to cor- 
rigible faults and mistakes of his own. 
In the one case he must correct them; 
in the other, he should turn his energies 
in a new direction.

Of all automobile acci- 
dents, so-called, those 
which take place where 
railroads cross highways 
at grade are at once 
the most terrible in their effects 


and the most clearly preventable 
by the exercise of simple precau- 
tions, the need of which is as well 
known to everybody as is the fact that 
their neglect means disaster and death. 
Yet these so-called accidents continue 
to occur and in what seem to be con- 
stantly increasing numbers.

Nine victims were Killed out- 
right and two escaped with injuries.

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DRINKERS OF LIQUORS. 


Abolish Them and Beverage Plants 
May Be Used to Denature Alcohol. 


To the Editor of The-New York Times: 

Your note upon the article in The 
Popular Science Monthly by Prof. G. 
T. Patrick on the ‘‘ Mystery of Alcohol ”’ 
is very interesting. But it seems to me 
that Jack London in his ‘“‘ John Barley- 
corn,’’ published recently in The Satur- 
day Evening Post, explains whatever 
mystery there is in this matter much 
better than Prof. Patrick. Jack London 
shows that it is through the ever-pres- 
ent saloon, with its temptations to drink 
because of the treating habit and be- 
cause of the influence and example of 
those who have already learned to like 
the drink, that new recruits are won for 
alcohol. Young lads think it is smart 
to take risks with both tobacco and al- 
cohol, and sometimes with worse things 
than these. London believes the only 
way to hinder fresh crops of alcohol 
drinkers is to do away with the saloon— 
indeed, to do away with both the man- 
ufacture and sale of beverages con- 
taining the poison, alcohol. Several 
zovernors of Kansas have said in print 
that there are many youths in Kansas 
who never saw a saloon nor a drunken 
man, and that the youths of Kansas 
have not drinking models before their 
eyes constantly to tempt them to in- 
dulgence, consequently young men in 
that State are not learning to use al- 
coholic liquors. If we are ever to be 
rid of the evils of alcohol drinking 





we 
must educate in the public press in 
favor of national prohibition. This is 


not a crazy idea. Prof. Irving Fisher 
of Yale University, in a recent address, 
said that Sweden is on the verge of 
national prohibition of both alcoholic 
beverages and tobacco, for she ‘is the 
foremost nation in the world in knowl- 
edge of personal hygiene. 

There need not be loss to manufact- 
urers of alcoholic beverages through 
prohibition, because their plants could be 
used to manufacture denatured alcohol 
for scientific and industrial purposes.

SEX HYGIENE FOR SCHOOLS. 


Educators in Health Congress Ad- 
vocate Teaching It to Children. 


BUFFALO, Aug, 27.—In all probabil- 
ity the American scientists and edu- 
cators who are attending the Fourth In- 
ternational Congress on School Hygiene 
here will make a long journey when 
they attend the session next year. The 
next meeting place of the congress was 
informally discussed to-day, and at the 
meeting of the International Committee, 
scheduled for to-morrow, the question 
will be decided. Brussels probably will 
be selected. 

In an address before the. congress 
to-day, Dr. Edward C. Spitzka of New 
York declared that New York City, in 
its classification and care of defective 
and abnormal children, stands on no 
higher level than a country village. He 
agreed with other scientists and educa- 
tors of world-wide fame, who said to- 
day, with practical unanimity, that the 
time had come when the attitude of 
the world’s educational institutions 
toward sex hygiene should be revolu- 
tionized. They saw in the silence of 
the past on the subject a growing and 
real menace to the future of the. race 
that must be combated by a system of 
education without exaggeration or mor- 
bid suggestion. ‘Public ‘opinion, they 
maintained, has already reached the 
point where this revolution is demanded. 

Dr. Charles W. Eliot;’ President of 
the congress; the Rev. Richard J, Tier- 
ney, S. J., of Woodstock College, Mary- 
land; Dr. Hugh Cabot, Miss Laura B. 
Barrett of New York, and other promi- 
nent delegates spoke on ‘the subject at 
a symposium attended by the entire con- 
gress and a large number of citizens at 
Elmwood Music Hall this afternoon. 
Dr. Eliot presided. 

“A remarkable change in public opin- 


ion has taken place in regard to sex 
hygiene,’’ Dr. Eliot said, “using the 
term in its broadest sense.’ The policy 


of silence was almost universal. Medi- 
cal discoveries have contributed to the 
shift in public opinion which also has 
been moved by the many signs of physi- 
cal deterioration consequent on the rush 


to city life. Fathers and mothers feel 
a new duty toward their children. 
Churches take a new interest. 

“The most important question is, 
What force can now be put.in play 
against’ the formidable evils which 
gravely‘ threaten the very life of the 


race’ No one force or agency can be 
completely relied upon.” 

“This attack,” he said, ‘‘must be 
made against the three principal causes 
of the present evil conditions: First, 
lust in men; second, complete lack of 
moral principle in certain classes of 
women, and, third, depravity of those 
who make a commerce of these two. 

‘“*Commercialized vice should be at- 
tacked in all its forms by all the pow- 
ers of the law. The ancient policies of 
toleration and licensed segregation and 
regulation must be uprooted. Segrega- 
tion has nowhere been successful. Reg- 
ulation is a confessed failure. The laws 
against undesirable marriages need to 
be revised. 

“Public progress in regard to sex hy- 
giene and eugenics is to be procured 
chiefly through educational methods. 
The work must be done delicately and 
without interference with parental 
rights or religious conviction.”

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VACATES TAXI INJUNCTIONS. 


| Court Makes Possible Full Enforce- 
ment of Hacking Ordinance. 


The last legal obstacles to the complete 
|}enforcement of the new public hacking 
ordinance were removed yesterday by 
the action of Supreme Court Justice 
Donnelly, who vacated the last two tem- 
porary injunctions obtained by interests 
;Opposed to the ordinance. These injunc- 
tions were those of the Sight-seeing Mo- 
tor Vehicle Corporations, and of the 
American Taximeter Company, manu- 
facturers of fare recording instruments. 

Both decisions of Justice Donnelly were 
j brief. He dismiss@d at once, on Justice 
Seabury’s opinion in the other taxicab 
cases, the contention that the new ordi- 
nance was invalid and unconstitutional. 
He held also that there was no new ques- 
tion raised in the sight-seeing car cases, 
in which the Broadway Auto Touring 
Company, the Gotham Sight Seeing Cor- 
poration, Peter J. Walker and Frederick 
Bachus were the petitioners. 

The case of the taximeter manufactur- 
ers, however, raised the point that it 
was physically impossible to comply 
with the terms of the ordinance, since 
only seven new machines could be 
turned out each day, and that the effect 
of immediate enforcement of that pro- 
vision of the ordinance requiring taxi- 
meters registering the new rates of fare 
would put large numbers of independent 
taxicabs out of business. 

Justice Donnelly said that the papers 
submitted on behalf of the company did 
not bear out its claim that it was physi- 
cally impossible to get out the new 
meters on time. He also called attention 
to the fact that early in the Summer, 
when the ordinance was under consid- 
eration by the Board of Aldermen a 
sample machine, registerin the new 
rates of fare had been provided and ex- 
hibited. This he held was an answer to 
the contention that it was not possible to 
produce a meter which would thoroughly 
meet the requirements of the ordinance, 
which was one of the campany’s points. 

In discharging a chauffeur who had 
been summoned to court on a charge of 
Violating the new taxicab ordinance, 
Magistrate Herbert in the West Side 
Court yesterday afternoon asserted that 
the ordinance as at present worded de- 
feated the purpose for which it was 
enacted. 

The part of the ordinance to which 
the Magistrate referred was the clause 
providing that the ordinance should not 
apply to nor govern any vehicle hired 
or obtained from a stable or garage 
and which did not solicit patronage on 
the street. 

The case before the Magistrate was 
that of John J. Lang, a chauffeur em- 
ployed by Hess Brothers, who have a 
garage in West Forty-third Street, near 
Seventh Avenue. He was served with 
a summons on Tuesday evening by Chief 
Inspector Drennan of the Bureau of 
Licenses, who charged the chauffeur 
with soliciting patronage from the 
street. Lang said that he was not so- 
liciting patronage on the street, but 
that his car was for hire in the garage, 
and that he was on the street waiting 
to answer a call. 

Inspector Drennan said this was a 
stock excuse. He also said that it was 
the habit of taxis and cabs to line up 
on the street near the stable or garage 
and when hired the proprietor would 
call the chauffeur from his stable or 
garage. The Inspector asserted that 
this was against the spirit of the law.

DANTELS SEES DEAL 
IN ARMOR-PLATEBIDS 


Suspects the Bethlehem, Mid- 
vale, and Carnegie Firms Com- 
bined in Quoting Same Prices. 





ALL MAY BE REJECTED 


Concerns tO Explain and Congress 
to be Urged to Provide for a 
Government Plant.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 27.—Secretary 
Daniels expressed surprise to-day when 
bids opened for the armor plate for the 
new dreadnought, No. 39, showed that 
the three big armor manufacturers had 
submitted identical proposals for each 
class of plates embraced in, the specifi- 
cation. Such a thing had never before 
happened in any Government bidding. 
Even-in all the bids heretofore made by 
the three concerns, the Bethlehem Steel 
Company, the Midvale Steel Company 
and the Carnegie Steel Company, for 
armor plate and other kinds of plates 
for naval vessels, there has been a slight 
difference in their figures. It is likely 
that the bids will be rejected. 

The companies have always maintained 
that they do not combine in any manner 
in making their bids. The Naval Ap- 
propriation act of last August expressly 
forbids such a combination. There is, 
however, no penalty in a case of a viola- 
tion of the law beyond the forfeiture of 
a contract. 

If the Government should refuse to 
give a contract to the lowest bidder, and 
the successful company wags proved to 
have entered a combination, it would 
have to go without armor plate, as the 
three companies named are the only con- 
cerns in this country able to produce the 
armor required. 

Ever since the Midvale Company came 
into the combination it has heen the 
practice of the Navy Department to in- 
vite armor bids, and on finding that they 
were all within a few cents of the same 
price, to divide the contracts equally be- 
tween the three companies at the price 


of the lowest bidder, which in most 
cases was only slightly below the bid of 
the highest bidder. In all cases the 


representatives of the various companies 
have been required to make oath that 
there was no collusion combination 
among them in making their bids. 

The bids to-day were not only identi- 
cal, but were the same as those made for 
the same classes of plate for the battle-

The same companies quoted identical 


figures for sixty-one tons of deck piates 
for No. 39, a class of plate technically 
described as specially treated steel 
plate, none of it being over four inches 
thick, used for decks and the skin ol 
the ship, for two tons of bronze plates, 
and for 708 tons of hollow forgings, ex- 
cept that the Carnegie company did not 
bid on this item. In the bids for thé 
deck plates the Carbon Steel Companys 
of Pittsburgh, which the other day got 


the contract for 3,900 tons of special 
treatment steel plates, put in a _ bid 
which was $100 lower than that of the 


three other concerns, the latter bidding 
3045 a ton and the Carbon company 
$448. 

Secretary Daniels gave out this state- 
ment in commenting on the bids: 

“It is more apparent than ever that 
if the Government is to secure the ben- 
efits resulting from competition in the 
supply of this material, additional re- 
sponsible and adequate sources of sup- 
ply must be established. 

“We find that where competition is 
possible more favorable terms are to be 
had. The Carbon Steel Company is not 
equipped to handle the heavier grades 
of armor. The only three firms in the 
country that are, are the three who bid 
and whose bids were identical to the 
minutest particular. 

“These gentlemen profess that no un- 
derstanding in prices exists between 
them, and each attests in an affidavit 
submitted with their respective bids that 


‘said company is not engaged tn any 
such combination, agreement, conspir- 
acy, or understanding.” Without delv- 
ing at this time into the cause of this 
surprising coincidence in uniformity of 
bids, the department cannot but note 
with disfavor the absolute agreement 


that exists. They speak more eloquent- 
ly than any explanation which may be 
offered; they prove conclusively that 
competition for this enormous amount 
of Government business is a farce. 
“The Secretary has requested a con- 
ference with a representative of each of 


the three companies bidding the same 
figures. He is desirous of learning from 
each by what process of mental 
telepathy they arrived at the identical 
figures in their bids. It looks like as 
though the only hope for relief from 


exorbitant prices is for the Government 
to establish an armor plant.” 

As a result of what occurred to-day, 
Mr. Daniels will urge on Congress next 
Winter that the Government manufac- 
ture its own armor. It will take two 
years to build a plant adequate for the 
production of the great amount of plates 
required for a single battleship within 
the Hmited time usually allowed. It 
would be practically impossible to pro- 
vide any plate from a Government plant 


for the dreadnought No. 39. Mr, Dan- 
iels said he had statements from prac- 
tical steel manufacturers that plates for 
the vessel such as _ entered into the 
specifications could be made within a 
range of $225 to $250 a ton for actual 
cost. This, he asserted, should suggest 


a more moderate amount of profit per 
ton and give the Government fair ground 
to ask why there should not be actual 
competition among the armor plate con- 
cerns. 


Two organizations, one of which is 
the Carbon Steel Company, have said 
that they are considering the idea of 


extending their facilities and becoming 
bidders for armor plate. The Carbon 
Company is not now able to make heavy 
armor, the four-inch deck plate being 
the limit of its facilities for production. 
Under existing law Secretary Daniels 
can go abroad for armor plate if he 
thinks the Government is being imposed 
on by the concerns in this country. He 
holds that the Government is being im- 
posed on, but he hesitates about placing 
a contract in Europe. He believes in 
keeping such work at home, and, ac- 
cordingly, he thinks there should be a 
Government plant able to make nearly 
all the plate needed for a battleship, 
and then ask bids for such amounts as 
the Government cannot itself produce. 
Mr. Daniéis said that he could imag- 
ine what Congress would say when he 
forwarded to that body the bids re- 
ceived to-day. He regarded them as 
simply ‘‘ impudent,” but knew that they 
were the result of a bad previous licy 
in his own department, for which this 
Administration was not responsible,

The front is of a dinginess that is evi- 
dently studied; the Quaritchs had ap- 
parently no desire to attract the casual 
collector, even the casual collector with 
money. 

The great business behind that dingy 
front grew up with and is a result of 
the enormous appreciation in the value 
of precious manuscripts and_ printed 
books that has taken place in the last 
fifty years. And, to a large extent, the 
Quaritchs aided in this appreciation, 
Nothing is more remarkable in the splen- 
did series of catalogues that they pub- 
i complete set is by now a 
bibliographical rarity greatly desired— 
than the time during which volumes 
worth thousands of pounds apiece re- 
mained in their possession. They put 
their price on an illuminated manuscript 
or an incunabulum, and if they did not 
immediately obtain it, or something like 
it, they waited until a collector ready to 
pay the required sum appeared. 

The elder Quaritch, the ‘‘ Napoleon of 
bookselling,’’ died fourteen years ago, 
when eighty years old. He left the busi- 
ness to his son, who, up to that time, 
had not been very well known to the 
customers of the house. But he soon 
showed that he was worthy to follow in 
father’s footsteps. Habitues of 
Sotheby's salesroom discovered that the 
eagle-eyed monopolist, to bid against 
whom was to court disaster, had left a 





}son as little inclined as his sire to brook 


competition. 

The younger Quaritch retained his 
mastery of the book market in London, 
but in the last few years new conditions 
have arisen In the trade—conditions with 
which he was not so well fitted to deal. 
The great collectors are no longer Eng- 
lishmen, but Americans, and in this 
city there are now dealers whose opera- 
tions are becoming as extensive as those 
of the famous London house. 

Indeed, Mr. Quaritch did not attempt 
to conceal his chagrin at his failure to 
obtain at the Hoe sale some of the 
treasures that he came across the Atlan- 
tic to buy. He bid up the vellum copy 
of the Gutenberg Bible which H. &. 
Huntington purchased for $50,000 and 
which had been sold by the elder Quar- 
itch to Mr. Hce for less than half that 
sum, and he lost a number of other 
books that he desired. Nevertheless, he 
obtained a number of fine volumes, 
among them being the paper copy of the 
Gutenberg Bible, for which he gave 
$27,500; ‘‘ Lorloge de Sapience,” by 
Hernricus de Berg, printed at Paris 
in 1498, for which ne paid $13,500; 
“The Imitation of Christ,’’ by Thom- 
as a Kempis, printed in Paris in 1690, 
$5,750; Theophratus, a copy from the 
library of Henri II. and Diane de Poi- 
tiers, $4,700; ‘* Recueil Général des 
Caquets de l’Accouchée,” first edition, 


printed in 1625, $3,700, and ‘‘ De Bello 
Persico,’’ by Procopius, pmnted in 
Rome in 1500, 335,200. 


Quaritch was not only a dealer, 
but, as his father was before him, a 
publisher, and some famous books have 
been issued by the house, It was the 
elder Quaritch who published FitzGer- 
ald’s translation of the Rubaiyat of 
Omar Khayyam, the first edition of 
which ‘‘ went off.’’ so bad'-- that the 
books eventually found their way into 
the threepenny box.

The steel trade has shown, 
not so long ago, that it is no logner de- 
pendent on large railroad buying to make a 
good showing. It may be that {it will be 
called upon to make such a demonstration 
again. 

So far as the Steel Corporation’s bookings 
are a criterion, August conditions have 
been better than expected.

BUSINESS NOTES. 


Exports, exclusive of specie, from the port 
of New York for the week ended Aug. 23 
totaled $15,797,498, against $14,854,851 last 
week and $15, 768,950 for the corresponding 
week of 1912. The present year's total of 
exports to date is valued at $590,279,764, 
against $535,609,009 for the corresponding 
period of last year. 

A decided change has taken place in the 
olive oil situation in Italy, and there has 
been an increased demand, owing to the un- 
favorable reports from olive-growing sec- 
tions. The olive fly has made its appear- 
ance in both Italy and Spain, and on that 
account holders are not inclined to market 
their product. The available stock of good 
quality oil is small, and prices have ad- 
vanced from six to seven lire. Further ad- 


vances are expected. 

The movement in the New Orleans rice 
crop is reported to date as follows: 

Receipts, rough, new and old, 114,400 
sacks, against 73,700 sacks last year; sales, 
cleaned, new and old, 48,100 pockets, against 
63,550 pockets last year.

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Dress Silks May Advance. 

The steadily increasing cost of raw 
silks may shorily result in the advanc- 
ing of prices on a large part of the silk 
dress goods made in this country. With 
increases ranging from 50 to 55 cents a 
pound in the price of raw silk within 
the last six or eight weeks, the manu- 
facturers can see no other course if they 
are to operate at a profit. Advances 
of 5 to 74% cents a yard have already 
been made on fabrics in some instances, 
but the increasing cost of the raw ma- 
terial is said to be steadily eating into 
the profit represented by these in- 
creases. Raw silk importers say that 
there is no reason to look for lower 
prices on that commodity for some time 
to come. They say that there is little, 
if any, speculating being done by im- 
porters, and that the advance is the 
natural result of the increased demand 
following the settlement of strikes in 
the silk industry on both sides of the 
Atlantic. Glove and hosiery makers are 
apparently better stocked than the 
broad silk producers, and this, together 
with the greater margin of profit in 
these goods, is said to minimize the 
possibility of an advance in the price 
of gloves and hose unless an extraordi- 
nary condition develops in raw silk.

Deposits of kaolin have been discovered tn 
various districts in the State of Rio Grande 
do Sul, Brazil. Samples of this clay have 
been sent to Limoges in France, where they 
have been analyzed and tested, with suc 
excellent results that this kaolin is con- 
sidered equal to the Japanese now tmported 
by Limoges: factories.

They included a further easing in time 
money rates, particularly for over-the- 
year loans, which might well be regard- 
ed as significant, considering especially 
the source from which the money came, 
and the fact that the continued decline 
in money rates has gone hand in hand 
with a noteworthy improvement in the 
bond market. The chief lender was an 
international banking house with inti- 
mate relations with all the great Euro- 
pean money markets. The loans running 
into January were made at 5 per cent. 
In reference to the bond position the 
ease with which this week’s $7,000,000 
issue of Panhandle bonds was placed 
suggests the present state of the market. 
The improvement within a week has 
been decided. A sideligut on that fact 
was found in the application made to 
the Public Service Commission in behalf 
of the New York Connecting Railway 
for permission to put out an issue of 
notes. It was said in the application 
that notes were to be used because the 
present condition of the bond market 
is not good. That memorandum presum- 
ably was prepared a week or more ago. 
Bond dealers said yesterday that the 
bonds which it is proposed to pledge 
under these notes bearing the guarantee 
of the New Haven and the Pennsylvania 
would probably find a ready market 
under the conditions which have come to 
prevail the last few days. Very closely 
related to this improvement in the bond 
market is the growing belief that money 
stringency will be avoided this Fall. 

Encouraging information regarding the 
steel trade was contained in the weekly 
review of the trade. The buying of 
steel-making iron has been heavy. The 
Steel Corporation’s incoming orders are 
understood to be this month at the rate 
of about 30,000 tons a day, a marked im- 
provement over last month. Prices are 
somewhat lower than they were, but this 
seems to have borne fruit in increased 
business.

w Haven’s New Application 


ow proposed issue of $67,552,000 = 6 
per cent convertible bonds by the New 
Haven must still recelve the approval 
of the Massachusetts Public Service 
Commission before it can be made, al- 
though the terms were long since fixed 
and the bonds have been selling on the 
exchange, with the usual “ when issued ”’ 
clause. Theré promises to be further 
opposition before the commission from 
those shareholders who objected at the 
annual meeting to the terms of the 
underwriting, although it seems hardly 
likely that any further delays will be 
interposed. The commission has set 
September 9 as the day for a hearing 
on the application. The New Haven 
has filed a supplementary application 
with the commission, in which no refer- 
ence is made to the underwriter’s 2% 
per cent., which gave rise to a sug- 
gestion that the syndicate might be dis- 
solved. One of the members said yester- 
day that the new application was merely 
to correct a defect in the original one. 


Where Steel Stands. 


The Street learned yesterday from an 
official source why so many contra- 
dictory reports in regard to prices have 
been heard in steel trade circles lately. 
Dispatches from Pittsburgh about two 
weeks ago said that reductions in some 
of the fintshed products, as wire, wire 
nails, and plates, had been made, ex- 
tending from $1 to $3 a ton, but before 
news of the decline had spread widely 
a prominent steel man denied that any 
cuts at all ttad been made. For days 
thereafter steelmakers were quoted as 
saying that prices were still on the 
basis which prevailed early in the year, 
and yet the impression appeared to be 
well founded that certain lines were 
selling at quotations considerably un- 
der their level of the early Spring. The 
publication of a summary of conditions 
in the steel market as contained in re- 
ports to The Iron Age cleared up the 
situation yesterday by saying that there 
were no absolute prices on finished ma- 
terial, the intimation being that prices 
have been shaded in some centres and 
not in others. Substantial increase of 
buying since recessions were first re- 
ported has, however, led the financial 
district to believe that maintenance of 
the previous price level has been the 
exception and not the rule with most 


companies.

Southern Pacific Underwriting. 


When it was announced that the sub- 
scription price of the Southern Pacific 
stock to be sold on behalf of the Union 
Pacific had been fixed at 92 there was 
a considerable amount of buying on 
the part of those who believed that a 
good market would be made for South- 
ern Pacific to make the shares look 
attractive to the Union Pacific holders. 
The subsequent advance bore out the 
belief, but not for long. If any attempt 
to hold the price up has been made, it 
has not been effective. Yesterday the 
shares broke through for the first 


time since the announcement of the 
subscription terms. Southern Pacific 
sold down to &9< and closed only % 


above the low. The slump almost car- 
ried the price to the year’s low record, 
which is 89%, made on June 11. One 
theory of the decline is that shrewd 
brokers took advantage of an opportu- 
nity to make money by the short sale 
of Southern Pacific old stock and the 
purchase of Union Pacific rights. It 
was at first thought that the stock 
held by the Central Trust Company 
could not be secured in time for deliv- 
ery on short sales of the stock in the 
hands of the public, but a careful read- 
ing of the terms brought to light the 
fact that the Union Pacific rights could 
net be exercised immediately for the 
purchase of Southern Paclific certifi- 
cates, and that with the execution of 
the necessary affidavit the Southern 
Pacific shares represented by them 
could then be released and delivered to 
make good the short sales.

Effect on the Subscription. 


As a result of this operation the num- 
ber of shares subscribed for is expected 
to be increased materially. The indi- 
cations now point to the purchase by 
Union Pacific stockholders and by those 
who have obtained the rights on Union 
‘Pacific of a very large proportion of 
the $88,000,000 to be sold. Jt was said 
yesterday that two large Stock Ex- 
change houses have each taken up 50,000 
shares by means of rights purchased 
Since the announcement of the under- 
writing terms.

Mexican Message and Stocks. 


President Wilson’s message on the 
Mexican situation was received with 
conflictng emotions by the habitues of 
brokerage houses yesterday. The pa- 
cific tone of the President’s views 
brought relief to most of those who 
watched the words slowly spelled out 
on the news ticker, but disappointment 
was in evidence because the message 
contained nothing to bear any imme- 
diate effect on stocks. A few moments 
after it became clear that intervention 
was not being considered by the Ad- 
ministration the stock ticker rattled off 
a few sales, and the advances shown 
were large cnough to arouse hopes in 
many overanxious bulls that the mar- 
ket was going to get a little forward 
impetus at any rate. Union Pacific 
leaped up % of a point between two 
transactions, and there was a show of 
momentary strength in others of the 
speculative class. Quickly, however, 
the ticker came to a standstill, and 
after a time again took up the tale of 
the day’s work in a monotonous fash- 
ion. Many minutes after the message 
was received the bears appeared to find 
the market unprotected, and were able 
to force concessions in different parts 
of the list, but support was not long in 
coming forth. It was not very persist- 
ent, but sufficiently well distributed to 
cause a day of general nervousness in 
the Street to end with an irregular but 
not a decidedly weak stock market.

Maturing Bonds and Notes. 


Bond and note issues which mature 
next month will amount to $11,217,000, 
according to the records of The Journal 
of Commerce, as compared with. $23,906,- 
000 paid off or refunded in the present 
month, and $7,660,000 in September of 
last year.

Oats displayed weakness, the 
options losing from 4% to % cent a 
bushel. October cotton attained a new 
high level for the movement, and the 
other months swung forward vigorously 
under good buying, ending’ with gains 


of from 16 to 28 points. Provisions and 
cotton oil were dull and closed with 
only small and irregular changes.

Considerable liquidation occurred in the 
wheat market yesterday, especially in the 
September position, Prices were fairly steady 
early but the demand was poor and at the 


close the market was \% 4@%c net lower, 
Operations were not of an aggressive char- 
acter and the market as a whole was narrow 
but bulls were inclined to be cautious. North- 
western houses predicted an increase in the 
movement of grain and receipts at North- 
western points were slightly larger than on 
Tuesday, 

Foreign markets were generally lower, 
owing to liberal offerings from America and 
on more favorable weather conditions in the 
United Kingdom, France and Germany. ‘The 
foreign crops are turning out rather irregu- 
lar, Broomhall estimating the yield in France 
at ‘300, 000,000 bushels, or 45,000,000 less than 
last year, The Price Current said that this 
country will probably harvest a total crop 
of 740,000,000 bushels, suggesting a larger 
export surplus, but added that the failure of 
the corn crop may affect supplies.

The corn market advanced about Y%e in 
early trading on continued dry weather over 
the Southwest and on a report by The Price 
Current that drought conditions in the South- 


west have persisted, and that rains thus far 
have been too light to do any material good 
to the corn crop, On the advance, however, 
there was heavy profit taking owing to favor- 
able reports from some of the other States 
and on more willingness on the part of farm- 
ers in these sections to sell.

SICK OF SUFFRAGISM 


Cooks and Does the Housework, 
but Can’t Stand His Wife’s 
Speech Rehearsals. 


SHE TIRES HIS TENANTS, TOO 


Arrested for Beating Her, Although 
He Seems Small for the Job, 
He Is Held for Trial. 


The army of supperless husbands who 
place responsibility 4 their domestic 
infelicities at the do of woman sutf- 
frage gained a new recruit yesterday 
when Joseph McGrane was arraigned in 
court in Flatbush charged with beating 
his wife. He informed Magistrate Steers 
that he sympathized deeply with Law- 
rence Rupp, husband of Martha Rupp, 
the East New York suffragette, and 
that he would work with Rupp, if the 
latter were willing, to build up an or- 
ganization for the protection of hus- 
bands with suffragette wives. 

McGrane livgs at 1,088 Fulton Street, 
Brooklyn. He*is short of stature and 
rather slender. His wife is much taller 
than he and of more ample proportions. 
Her name is Nora, and she is Captain 
of the suffragette forces in the Elev- 
enth Assembly District. When called 
to testify against her husband, she an- 
nounced to the court: 

‘‘Il am a suffragette!”’ 

The words were uttered in a tone loud 
enough to be heard all over the room. 

‘““Thank you, madam, for your profes- 
sion of faith; but what has that got to 
do with this case?’’ Magistrate Steers 
asked. 

‘“* Well, because I believe in woman’s 
rights and go to meetings to help the 
cause, my husband objects. He has 
not enough intellect to realize that votes 
for women should be granted. On Mon- 
say mght, when I returned home from 
a@ verv busy political session, he became 
very anzrv and struck me in the face 
with his fist. He knocked me down and 
kicked me, and went so far as to throw 
a bottle at me.” f 

The courtroom was filled with suf- 
fragette friends of Mrs. McGrane, ana 
there were loud murmurings of sym- 
pathy from them. Among the men 
there were admiring glances at the 
small but valiant MrGrane. All won- 
dered how he ever had nerve enough to 
even attempt what his wife charged 
him with having accomplished. 

When called upon by the court to 
give his side of the controversy, Mc- 
Grane stated it thus: | 

“My wife is a politician, and a good 
one. But she is wrong in tHis case. I 
did not touch her—I would not dare to. 
But I want to say that this suffragette 
proposition has got my nerve. I have 
reached the point where I can stand it 
no longer. No militant suffragette has 
anything on my wife. She has made 
the last few years of my life unbear- 
able. Why, your Honor, I am cook, 
housecleaner, and man-of-all-work about 
our place. While I am doing the house- 
work my wife reads ‘ votes for women’ 
literature and talks her neighbors to 
eath. . 

“And that isn’t the worst of it,’’ Mc- 
Grane continued in a vehement manner. 
‘“ When she returns from a meeting she 
makes me listen while she repeats the 
speeches she mde during the evening. In 
the morning she compels me to listen to 
speeches she has in course of prepara- 
tion. The housework is bad enough, but 
the speeches—ugh! 

“ Every time we get a tenant in our 
house my wife talks suffragism to the 
members of that family until they get 
so tired of it they move away. We can’t 
keep the rooms rented because of her 
oratory.’ 

While McGrane was telling his tale of 
woe the women suffragettes in court 
shot withering glances of disdain at him, 
but the men openly showed their sym- 
pathy with him. 

Magistrate Steers said that his court 
could not go into the merits or demerits 
of suffragism, and that all that con- 
cerned the court was the alleged assault. 
He said the case was one for the Court 
of Special Sessions, and held McGrane 
for trial in $300,hail. 

While awaiting the arrival of a bonds- 
man McGrane was told that in the event 
of his being unable to obtain bai! he 
would be sent to Raymond Street Jail. 

“Oh, that would be all right,’’ he re- 
plied; “I could get a nice rest there. 
I'll bet there are no spéfragettes in the 
mens prison. . ia 
_ The first thing McGrane did after his 
bondsman appeared was to obtain the 
address of Lawrence Rupp from the 
newspaper reporters.

RABBI SEEKS REFUGE HERE. 


Persecuted at Home, Mordecai, Fa- 
mous in Russia, Quits the Country. 


Former residents of Tolna, a town in 
the Province of Kief, Russia, were busy 
yesterday discussing plans for the for- 
mation of a synagogue and congrega- 
tion of Jews of Tolna, for their former 
rabbi, David Mordecai, better known | 
for his orthodoxy and rabbinical lore 
throughout Southern Russia as ‘der 
Tolna Zadik,’’ which translated means 
“the righteous man of Tolna.”’ 

Rabbi Mordecai arrived here on the 
steamship Vaderland on Tuesday, after 
an exciting career in his home town. 
He was received by a delegation of his 
townsmen and a delegation from the 
Hebrew Sheltering and Immigrant Aid 
Society at ‘the pier. 

The “ Toina Zadik”’ is less than thirty 
years old. Six years ago he succeeded 
his father, who was also a famous 
rabbi of Russia, known: as ‘ der Tolna 
Zadik.’’ His wife was a: daughter of the 


famous Rabbi Zalmini of  Rashkof: 
Rabbi Mordecai himself is a leader of 
the Chassidim, an _ ultra-pietist sect 
among the orthodox Jews. When he ar- 
rived here on Tuesday he was accom- 
panied by his Gabbay, a sort of assist- 
ant or private .secretary, who, ‘in ac- 
cordance with the custom of, the Chas- 
sidim, constantly accompanies the rabbi 
and arranges all his affairs with lay- 
men, 

The Tolna Zadik came to this country 
as a result of persecution in and near 
his home town. A strong, powerfully- 
built young «man, he was seized upon by 
the Russian authorities to be drafted 
into the army, but escaped through the 
great. popular outcry made by his Jewish 
fellow townsmen. Later, a thief broke 
into the Tolna synagogue and stole the 
two scrolls of the law from the altar. 
Rabbi Mordecai, who despite his 
aversion .to serving in the Russian 
army, is known also as ‘the militant 
rabbi," with two of his brothers 
promptly broke into the thief’s house 
and recaptured the scrolls of the law. 

The ,thief had all three brothers ar- 
rested on charges of burglary, but again 
the popular outcry against his persecu- 
tion saved the rabbi, and he and his 
brothers were acquitted. It was after 
this, however, that he decided to come 
to this country. He will send for his 
wife and four children later. 


MRS. SMITH’S CROSS BILL. 


Accuses Art Auctioneer and Mrs. 
Mary Pynchon in Divorce Suit. 


Mrs.. Clara Wilhelm Smith, . whose 
husband, Charles E. Smith, an art auc- 
tioneer and former champion golf play- 
er, sued her for divorce, filed a counter 
suit against him yesterday, naming Mrs. 
Mary Pynchon of Larchmont, a niece 
of Mrs. Wesley M. Oler, as co-respon- 
dent. Mr. Smith had named James R. 
Gilmore, President of the Sheppard 
Knapp Company, manufacturers of car- 
pets and importers, as co-respondent, 
and had sued Mr. Gilmore for $50,000 
damages. for the alienation of his wife's 
affections. 

The counter suit drew attention to the 
fact that in 1910 Lauriston F. L. Pyn- 


chon, husband of the co-respondent 
named by Mrs. Smith, caused her arrest 
and that of Smith at’ Rye for endan- 
gering the morals of his T7-year-old 
daughter Dorothy.

NEW DEVICES INSTALLED 





|So Far as Possible Goods Will Be 
Under Glass—Building Designed 
to Make Shopping Pleasant. 


Although Tuesday of next week is the 
| day set for the formal opening of the 
jnew store of Stern Brothers, at Forty- 
isecond and Forty-third Streets, . the 
building was inspected by guests of the 
firm last night. The structure, which 
occupies more than half the block be- 
tween Sixth and Fifth Avenues, illus- 
trates the growth of the department 
store business and the complex system 
under which many small’ shops are 
grouped in one building. 

The building contains nine stories ‘and 
the floor area is some 600,000 square 
feet. The fixtures on? the first floor 
are in place, and the visitor obte{ins a 
vivid impression. of the .great size of 
the store by looking down the aisles to 
the exits at the other side, a block 
away. The fixtures on the first. floor 
are entirely of mahogany, relieved by 
walls of cream white. , The lines are 
pleasing because of their simplicity. The 
spacing between the counters varies 
from ten to twenty feet, allowing am- 
ple room to accommodate large crowds. 
comfortably. The entire business of a 
sale is managed wholly within one 
counter section. Goods are sold, paid 
for, wrapped and change is made at the, 
centre desk which is enclosed in the 
middle of —- section, there- 
by cutting out long delays. 

A special feature of the establish- 
ment which has been carried out on 
almost every floor is the enclosure of 
practically all stock in glass cases. 
With the exception of the departments 
in which trunks and china are sold, 
everything will be in cases, safe from 
the dangers of dust and to much han- 
dling. Practically no goods will be on 
the open counters or tables. The new 
fixtures for this store represent, accord- 
ing to the authorities of the establish- 
ment, an expenditure of some one 
million dollars. The carpets alone cost 
$75,000. 
ihe French parlors for the display of 
imported goods are expected to appeal 
to women shoppers. Inclosed from the 
general sales floor by glass grill work, 
they present a delicate and most attrac- 
tive appearance. The woodwork within 
is a soft French gray, wit ha thick 
carpet of the same pale shade. The 
chairs are of an attractive French al- 
tern in a darker smoke gray, and there 
are innumerable full length French mir- 
rors mounted in gray, with special 
showcases and tables of artistic design. 
One of these parlors will be’ reserved 
for infants’ imported clothing, and a 
space nearly half the length of the 
Forty-third Street side has been fin- 
ished in this style for the imported 
millinery department. 
-The lighting system of the building 
represents much study. The illumina- 
tion -is soft and is diffused to every 
corner of the structure. On the first 
floor large cream-colored lamps of lan- 
tern shap have been installed. The main 
entrance to the store is in Forty-second 
Street, and smaller entrances are in 
Forty-third Street and Sixth Avenue. 
Automobiles will arrive at the Forty- 
third Street entrance, where an ample 
drive curves up within the line of the 
building’ so that shoppers may aloght 
under cover. <A_ special elevator at 
Forty-third Street and Sixth Avenue 
will lift motor trucks to any one of the 
nine floors.
